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I have had occasion recently to dis 
out the Newsom Report of 19^ 
(not the report pessimisticallv 
referred to by an African booksel- 
ler as Half-hour Future but the other 
one, about the public schools^. After 
fifteen ^rs, it makes quite interest- 
ing reading. For example, the recom- 
mendation contained in it that there 
should be assisted places was then 
thought of as a means to bring the 
private and the maintained schools 
nearer to full Integration, notasaway 
of propping up the private at the 
exwnse of the maintoined. 

But I was most struck by the 
minori^ report, signed by the late 
Dame ICltty Anderson, Tom Howarth 
and John Davies, at the time director- 
general' of the CBL Reluctantly, they 
. had concluded that they coiild not sign 
the main report, on the grounds that 
the committee as a whole nad concen- 
trated too exclusively on (he social 
divisivencss of the publfc schools, and 
had taken as their first priority the 
mitigating of this evil. It was not at ali 
surprising that (his had been their top 
priority, given their terms of refer- 
' enco, which had been **(0 advise on 
the best way of integrating the public 
schools with the state system of 
educalon." And one of their specific 
tasks had been **to create a socially 
mixed eoliv into (he schools in order 
to reduce tne divisive influence which 


they now exert.** Nevertheless, those 
who signed the minority report held 
that, in pursuing this -goal, the com- 
mittee had lost sight of two major 
priorities of greatr importance, provi- 
sion of boari^g places, and of educa- 
tion suitable for the less able. 

The minority, in fact, showed their 
concern more for educational than for 
social goals; and in this respect their 
unwillmgness to sign the report seems 
to me both proper and farseeing. 
Though Aninofiy Crosiand had 



ceased to be Secretary of State for 
Education by the time the report was 
published, the committee's terms of 
reference bear dear marks of the 
philosophyof that most theoretical of 
socidists. The sodological aspects of 
education were thought, in the Cros- 
iand era (the era also of Plowden) to 
be far ana away the most important. It 
took some analytical clarity, at that 
time, to see (ana some strength of will 
to say) that educational issues need 
Dot be considered in wholly sociolo- 
gical terms. 

It is true now, as it was then, that 
too little consideration Is given, on 
educational grounds, to ooarding 
education. The vere concept of board- 
ing school is hateful to a majority of 
people. Many of them cannot make up 
their minds whether boarding schools

are institutions so like paradise that all 
should have access to tnem or none, in 
the name of justice; or whether, on the 
other hand, they are legalized places 
of torture, causing cmidren to be- 
ruthlessly separated from their pa- 
rents, and tne communities where 
they belong. Either way, they stink. 

I still believe that, on the contrary, 
there is a large number of children, 
from variously non-child-centred 
homes, for whom boarding education, 
if not a positive need, is yet the most 
satisfactory solution (o their educa- 
tional problems, and this on strictly 
educational grounds. Th^ may flour- 
ish better educationally 4^ let us say, 
being the odd-ball of (he family, they 
can get away from the famUy 


altogether for substantial parts of the 
year. They may flourish on the kind of 
continuous education that is possible 
only in a boarding school; they may 
need more time and space to them- 
selves to become emotionally ready to 
be educated than they will generally 
get in a day-school. An exploration of 
Uie varieties of successful boarding 
education needs yet to be undertaken. 
It cannot be undertaken at all unless 
(he present prejudice is overcome. 

As for the less pble, they are more 
fashionable these days; but their edu- 
cational needs are nonetheless of 
central importance. And I believe that 
the private sector has done much less 
than it could to fiU these needs. 
Private schools catering for the non- 
academic used to be sinister, hidden 
institutions, like private nursing- 
homes for gentlemen, shut away m 
park-like grounds, staffed by otner- 
wise unemployable persons, who 
would be paid a pittance in exchange 
for simply being there. Many such 
schools used to told in more or less 
scandalous circumstances; one mi^t 
come across their stories in the News 
of the World, or their grounds on far 
flung bicycle rides in the south and 
west of the country. 'Diere is no reason 
on earth why this should be so. 

It is generally assumed that private 
schools provide the best education 


(otherwise they would not be wid^fv 
resented as constituting an iniS? 
But the best is frequentlv takm 
the most academil 

schools themselves, go along wfiK 
assumption. Why should 

0^ them S®* themselves oR 

provide the best in «o«.acadlS 
education? Why should there iS iS 
schools who advertise as demandiw 
no common entrance standard - ^5 
selective examination at all? Wh! 
should they not claim credit for 
s'xth forms, as providing contlnS 
education for those who would She? 
wise be cast out of school ai suS 
with no examination passes? Thm 
are schools which provide just suS 
the private sector. bS 
they still have to do so almost surreoii. 
tipusly. They cannot proclaim ilSr 
ams openly: the confusion behwen 
the different concepts of a eood 
education are still too profound^ 
the advantages offered a private 
school, advantages deriving from 
small classes, from boarding pl^ 
from a staff which knows ali tfie^pi^ 
- these are more important to Uie 
academically weak than to tbe 

academically strong. It is time that thii 

kind of educational pritwity ^ould be 
asserted. It is here above ali that ibe 
private sector, if it were brave enouih 
could set an example from which Uk 
maintained sector could learn.

They' have been alarmed by an 
incident last week in the grounds of 
Heather Ridge First School, at Frim- 
tcy, Surrey where Emma Breen was 
ht in the tbigb by a 9mm bullet: 

The 
bullet .is believed b hAve been, fired 
1600 yards away by a Suirey police 
team practising on an army range nt 
Wrbrighl. 

Emma visited hospital twice in 
o days before (he bullet was disc- 
otbed but she was sent borne this 
week after a successful operation 
and hopes to be back at school 
, before the end of term. Firing on 
the range nearest to the school has 
been stopped by the Ministry of 
Defence until police and army in- 
quiries are completed, 

Residents in Hampshire say 
Emma's injury and the findings cn 
an inquest into the death of Mrs 
Sheila Wenham, who was killed in 
April by a stray bullet from an army 
range, have raised new doubts about 
afety on firing ranges.

Surplus; primary teachers in Labour- 
controlled Staffordshire were 
warned this week they must move 
into secondary schools or risk the 
sack. The authority has issued re- 
dundancy notices to 94 teachers, 
but says it has plenty of room for 
them in its secondary sector. 

The education committee chair- 
man, Mr Robert Cant, a former 
Labour MP told TVie TES this week 
.that the authoii^ was hoping to 
avoid any cotApuuoiy redundancies 
but ■ would nor be able to do bo - 
unless some of the surplus teachers 


vacancies. He made it clear that the 
secondary schools would have to 
take them. 

Staffordshire has*. just, .announced! 
it plans to cut a funb 9 r iC6m off Its- 
basic education spending following a 
cut of.£jm this year, partially ofiiet ' 
by money for. spedai development 
such as a miorocomputer' prog- 
ramme. 

The big surplus in primary staff is 
due mostly to the closure of 40 
schools, but has been swelled by tbe 
authority's decision to lop a year 
off its primaries in Stoke-on-Trent 
and transfer children to the secon- 
dary schools at the age of 11 instead 
of 12. 

Mr Cant said that the -authority 
was already' Working on a plan to 


reorganize the secondary sector 
from 1985 which would mean (he 
loss of 12(X) teaching posts to match 
a fall of 20,000 pupils. 

Teachers without secondary qual- 
ifications might be at a disadvantage 
when the secondary reductions 
came, although he hoped most 
would get back into primary schools 
before then. 

He, added: “The reality is that

Beyond the 
Third World 
cliches 


T he latest contribution by John Marks and 
Caroline Cox (joined this lime by MacieJ 
Pomian-Srzednicki) to the slalisticQl debate 
about examination results in difTercnt types 
ofschool was published yesterday. It is writ ten in Ihc 
provocat/vv style which they have chusen to make 
their own, interspersing partisan political comment 
with statistical analysis. This time, perhaps, they 
have taken more trouble to cover their tracks with 
qualifying statements, but there is still n world of 
difference between the stance uhey have • adopted 
and (hat of most investigators. 

In a matter as controversial as this, in which 
political hearts are worn, so obviously, on resear- 
chers' sleeves, there is n lot to be said for 
commentators taking their time in assessing ilic 
results. The mannerof publication has not been such 
as to allow expert consideration of the statistical 
methods employed in this study in time for serious 
review this week. Next week it should be possible to 
consider the report in greater depth and against Ihc 
background of previous studies such as the major 
analysis of Scottish examination results, and the 
National Child Development Study, puhJislied ear- 
lier this year. What can be said at this stage Is that the 
conclusions which these writers reach are very 
different from the Scottish and English surveys. 

The findings are summarized on page 3. At the 
bottom of the mystery which Mr Marks and Lady 
Cox have set themselves to unravel is a practical 
question of educational policy. ^Vh^ch "system" of 
secondary school oiganizntioit offers the prospect of 
better A and O level results iind hctier CSE rc.siilts- 
a nan-selective sy.^icm orcoitiprehensive schools or 
a selective system of grammar and m^Klerii schools?

compromise: “Substantially higher O level, CSE 
and A level results are to be expected for pupils in a 
fully selective than a fully comprehensive system". 

Iliis conclusion is reached after making allowance 
- at least to their own satisfaction > for social class 
and the distribution of ability. It is, they say, “as 
robust asllicgenerallyaccepted hnding'lhai examina- 
tion results are highly correlated with social class". 

Robust Is a woi^, like "resolute," with resonance 
these days. There is much virtue, however, in stating 
a controversial conclusion in categorical terms 
because it at least enables others to look closely at 
the evidence and see whether it supports dogmatic 
claims. 

The critical questions are not hard to ask. Are the 
measures used in this study sensitive enougli to 
ensure that like is being compared with like? The 
great bugbear about comparisons between compre- 
hensive schools - so-called - taken together, and the 
grammar and modern schools, taken together, has 
been that it is extremely difficult to make sure that 
this is so. It is relatively simple to avoid obvious 
pitfalls like calling aschool comprehensive when it is 
still in an early transitional stage with former 
grammar school pupils in the examination forms. i 
But it may be necessary to find more sophisticated I 
ways of discouhting creaming, and there remains 
Argument about what to do about wastage to the 
independent sector and inter-authority movements. 

No less obvious queries attach to the indices of 
social class and deprivation used in this inquiry. The 
extent of the difforences in attainment between 
pupils in different parts of the country - highlighted 
in a recent DES publication - Is already well known- 
The qucsiion Is, howmucii weight can he placed on a 
regression analysis whch attempts to explain die 


differences by reference to a small number of 
variables and ultimately to organizational struc- 
.ture? 

It is a feature of this long drawn out debate that, 
by focusing so firmly on matters of organization, it 
frequently neglects underlying facts of the situation. 
It is not in question that there are wide differences in 
performance, nor yet that these differences are 
associated with particular geographical, social, 
ethnic, intellectual and organizational factors. What 
is in dispute is how these differences impinge on the 
lives and the learning of pupils and teachers - how the 
variables which Mr Marks and Lady Cox have tried 
to allow for are translated into 15,000 hours of 
education. 

Because they have discovered what they set out to 
find - and make no secret of their prior conviction - 
Mr Marks and Lady Cox invite the same preliminary 
scepticism as that which should attend the more 
enthusiastic spokesmen for the comprehensive 
lobby. They have presented the results of a 
survey of 2,000 schools and the conclusions they 
have drawn from a detailed analysis. These de- 
ttrve to be taken seriously, which means subject- 
ing them to rigorous te^ew, without regard to 
their political provenance. They claim that their 
results are of profound importance for future 
policy-making. If they have the ear of the Secret- 
ary of State and the Prime Minister this could 
well be so even if the validity of the findings is 
open to challenge, but behind the crude politick- 
ing there are real issues which deserve rational 
discussion. Nobody can be happy about the un- 
even performance of pupils in English and Welsh 
schools, and all must wish to know more about it,

A nightmarish picture of lessons 
being continually disrupted by fran- 
tic searches for books nnd keys to 
classrooms, workmen drilling on (he 
roof nnd pupils not turning up 
emerges from a new study o7 the 
day-to-day life of English teachers in 
secondary schools. 

**The efforts some (teachers) had 
to expend to ensure inat a class, a 
set of books and a room were all 
united happily seem not just ludic- 
rous hut nightmarish," says (he re- 
port from trre Schools Council and 
the National Association for the 
Teaching of English. 

Tlie report is based on (he work 
of 36 groups of teachers in six 
different parts of the country. The 
teachers recorded how they inught 
Eng|Iish to third and fourth-year 
pumis. 

Besides problems with books, 
rooms and absent pupils, teachers 
found that they were unable to give 
the lessons they planned because 
cssentini equipment such as tape re- 
corders and video machines were 
either defective or unavailable. 

Few English departments had a 
purpose-built suite of rooms so 
teachers had to lug books and 
equipment from class to c|oss. 
Others on split-site schools invari- 
ably turned up Jate for lessons after 
battling through traffic jams nnd 
roadworks. 

Typical comments include: 
‘•Chaos. Diverted to the music room 
because exams have started. I was 
late any'way. having had to start 
CSE in the hall. Not enough desks. 
No chalk. Too niucii to coifect read- 
ing books and folders from (he staff- 
room, so 1 lectured on the most 
common faults found in the essays."

But her efforts were in part sub- 
verted by her son’s serious illness, 
u^ich meant she missed the first 
lesson, and a week's illness of her 
own. After one day away on a 
school trip, she returned to find that 
her class had played cards. 

The report says that (he interrup- 
tions described are “commonplace" 
and their cumulative effect is to 
wear down “enthusiastic and com- 
mitted teachers striving to devise 
and carry out a programme of in- 
teresting and enjoyame lessons". 

“Considerable mental and physic- 
al agility is required for survival in 
teaching and,' however idealistic and 
experienced a teacher, there are 
times when stress, marking loads, 
pastoral concents or ill-health mean 
getting through the next lesson is as 
much as can Be contemplated at any 
one time," it sa^. 

The report calls for a shake-up in 
school or^nizaiion with heads mini- 
mizing timetable interruptions and 
doing more to ensure there is a 
proper supply of books and equip- 
ment.

A seven-year-old comprehensive 
which has established good 
academic credentials should branch 
out and discuss with parents the 
introduction of courses suited to less 
able sixth-formers, HM Ihspectors 
suggest. 

Senior staff at the Range High 
School, Seflon, are uncertun 
whether courses like those offered 
by (he Business Education Council 
would command the support of pa- 
rents. the report says. But the 
school might find alternatives to 0 
and A levels just as acceptable to 
parents and employers and more 
appropriate for some pupils. 

The school, which opened in 1975 
to cater for the expanding popula- 
tion of Formby on Merseyside, now 
has a roll of t,U4, of whom 182 are 
in the sixth form. Tlie report says its 
predominantly young staff can look 
back with pride on the high stan- 
dards of academic, creative and 
practical work they have achieved in 
seven years - as well as good be- 
haviour and a consistently high 
attendance rate. 

But the inspectors say the staff 
should introduce more differentia- 
tion into their teaching in some sub- 
jects, such as Englisn, in order to 
match individual pupils* needs. They 
point out that an investigative 
approach to learning can a^ieve 
examination results just as go^ as 
those gained through a more formal 
approach. 

.In history.' for instance, lively 
teaching methods Involvitqt a lot of 
discussion and individual research 
enabled pupils to think for them- 
selves and elicited a consistently 
good response. 

They also suggest that staff could 
learn a lot about teaching pupils of 
different abilities from (heir col- 
leagues in the school's excellent re- 
medial department, where the work 
is described as varied and relatively 
demanding. 

Remedial staff arc . at pains to 
avoid "narrow utilitarianism," the 
report says, and succeed not only in 
reinforcing basic arithmetic but also 
in enabling pupils to grasp many of 
the_ conropts of "modern" maths 
with confidence..

Primary school children have been 
discouraged from experimenting with 
cigarettes by the Health Education 
Council’s new My Body project which 
was launched nationally this week. 

Initial trials of the project in Shef- 
field schools found that smoking rates 
among children aged 9 to 11 were cut 
by nearly half. 

The study involved 270 children in 
two groups of 135. One group fol- 
lowed the six-part project at school 
while the other dia not. Two years 
later, 57 children from the control 
group had tried cigarettes, compared 
with 35 from those who had taken the 
40-hour course. 

“Our research shows that the My 
Body prdect has enormous poten- 
tial,^’ Mr Donald Reid, coordinator of 
the HEC smoking education program- 
me, said. “If it were to be taken up 
nationally, we could see a real impact 
on ihenumberofchildren who smoke." 

The project, published by Heine- 
mann, is aimed at children aged 10 to 
12. The teacher's notes set out the six 
main themes of the course - air, body 
structure, the need for oxygen, body 
systems, health and illness and pollu- 
tion. This is backed up by classroom 
cards, a games pack and a smoking 
fact-file. 

The HEC is also claiming that the 
project could help adults give up 
smoking. Research has shown that 
children who have taken it have had 
some success in persuading (hplr pa- 
rents to kick .the habit. 

A Study ofparents revealed that In 
139 out of 176 homes where one or 


both parents smoked, children who 


had been involved in the protect asfe«t 
their parents to stop. 

Anot her survey of sarenis who me 
up smoking showed that nearly h^in 
five cited pressure from their ^dren 
as a factor in their decision ihoiul 
advertisements, cost, a cough ora^d 
and a doctor’s advice were even moni 
persuasive.

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NUT says profiles 
wiD force staff 
to review attitudes

Many staff will have to rethink their 
dms, objectives and teaching 
strategies it a pupil profiling system 
is wid^ety introduced, the National 
Union of Teachers says today. 

In a pamphlet issued as a discus- 
sion document for members, the un- 
ion says the adoption of a formative- 
profiling system - whereby there is a 
omtinuous assessment and review of 
the pupil’s progress - would require 
many teachers to review their atti- 
tudes to their job. 

“Ibe completion of a profile 
covering the wide range of skills and 

S ialilies identified in the criteria 
9f. a formative profile) would pre- 
sent many teacher with tosks which 
they feel unable to perform ade- 
quately.” 

The pamphlet says (hat there is' 
general, agreement among teachers 
involved in profiling that the work, 
together with the necessary con.- 
suitation with other staff, is ex- 
tremely time-consuming. 

It says teachers must fherfore be 
consulted about the introduction of 
any such scheme, adding: “The de- 
gree to which a profile would be 
valued by employers and other users 
would seeni to be a major factor in 
cofirincing both the teachers and 
pppife.that a profile scheme is a 
worthwhile inbovation.”

may be able to place less emphasis on 
the assessment of examination candi- 
dates and concentrate on profiling. 

However, it continues: “It seems 
likely . . . that in the initial 
stages of the introduction of profile 
reporting in schools, the work in- 
volved will indeed be a substantial 
extra commitment: teachers will 
therefore need to be convinced of 
the purpose and value of such a 
commitment and will need to be 
assured of adequate support, both 
within and outside the school, in 
undertakingit." 

The pamphlet emphasizes that a 
profile is not a method of assess- 
ment but a record of information 
about a pupil, and it reaffirms the 
union's support for the development 
of profiles for secondary pupils. 

It says the present examination 
system is Inadequate, designed to 
cater for only the top 60 per cent of 
the ability range in any subject. The 
result is that many youngsters leave 
school at 16 with So tangible re- 
cord or evidence of their work and 
achievements." 

The union is committed to pro- 
files, it adds, because it believes that 
“all the work of all the pupils in a 
school is worthy of being assessed 
and recorded".

RCA rector

^ree recent events combined to 
make his position as head of the 
oollegie even more difficult: an early 
retirement plan fnvolvlM a number 
of professors was abanooned; plans 
to launch a multi-million pound 
appeal have borne little fruit; and 
the senate has failed to ratify the 
appointment of Mr George Stiney, 
Dr March’s personal choice, as 
dean. ^ , 

Dr March, an architect, and de- 
sign spedalist from the Open Uni- 
versity, took over as rector in 1981 
pipjrnising to reform the administro: 
tive* Structure of the college. 

His appointment came shortly after a 
major row when the college was ac- 
cused in a report by an officiBl visitore 
committee of being in breach of its 
charter in not considering enough the 

needsofindustryinfostenngthe prom- 
otion of design. 

.Dr .EUiodes Boyson, then under- 
secretary for higher education, took

college counril that its recurrent grant

SHA criticizes selection of heads 


Heads should be brought in as profes- 
sional consultants when an authority is 
filling a vacant headship, a discussion 
paper suggests this week.

The discussion paper also proposes 
a ‘'mentor head", chosen from senior 
colleafiues. to be assigned to a new 
head during his first six months. 

SHA entfeizes confidential refer- 
ences as the aspect of appointing most 
in need of review. It refers to DES- 
funded research into selection proce- 


dures being carried out by the Open 
University and known as the POST 
project- This has already come to the 


oonciuslon that "most references 
' given by employing local authorities 
do not profile any comprehensive 
range of skill and knowledge speciii’ , 
caliy tied to headship". 


The document considers the crucial 
part played by the "special code" 
where any reservation on the part of 
the referee may be interpreted as "the 
tip of an iceoerg of inadequacy," 
which automatically disqualifies the 
candidate. 

“Ail this ignores the suspicion that 
on occasion an authority may write-up 
a candidate, the burden of whose 
employment they Ceel unable to beat 
for the rest of his or her professional 
life." 

SHA suggests that as a complement 
a senior education officer or adviser 
might visit candidates in their present 
post and watch them at work. 

Information supplied to candidates 
about the school is said to vary from 
inadequate to super-abundant. Often 
drawn up by the education office, it is' 
"sometimes out of date, seriously 
misleading, baldly statistical or bla- 
tantly propagandist". What it ou^t 
to contain but often does not is a 
discriminating account of the school’s 
present stale, the problems and 
opportunities awaiting the successful 
candidnie and what the governors, 
staff and parents expect or the head. 


After visiting 55 authorities and 
surveying a further 26 by post the 
POST project found only one which 
provided a written Job description for 
Its heads. There should be a descrip- 
tion of the sort of bead required for 
each particular vacancy. 

While the interview is invariably the 
culmination of the selection proce- 
dure the SHA asks if it should play so 
central a role. "It isolates one sk’ill 
above all others, the ability to think 
quickly and to respond coherently to 
questions under pressure." 

It could be replaced by interview- 
discussions involving three or four 
people and concerned with specific 
areas of headship. Or canoidates 
could be asked to submit a written 
response to specific questions ater 
their initial visit to the school. 

Like newly-appoiiUed JPa, gov- 
ernors likely to be on interviewing 
panels should get training. And when 
the appointment is finally made, If the 
wplicant should subsequently turn 
down the offer he or she would^not be 
judud loo hanhty. 

"As a footnote, may we deplore the 
practice of refusingexpenses to a bona 


fide candidate who withdraws and of 
withholding payment from a success- 
ful candidate until he or she takes up 
the post. Neither practice seems to be 
consistent with professional trust."

liie Inspectorate, at the invitation 
of the Ministry of Defence, carries out 
inspections of schools run by the 
Service Children’s Education Author- 
ity. It’s report on the Naples school is 
the first to be made public since the 
Inspectorate started publishing its 
findings this year.

Hard times have at last caught up 
wilh Oslifornia’s unique system of 
furtber and higher education - lone 
reurded as the jewel in America^ 
e^cational crown and a model sys- 
tem for M'mbinma academic excel- 
\u\u with a libeiai admissions 
policy. 

A report by the state’s Post- 
Secondsry Education Commission 
warned this month that all segments 
Gf (he sprawling astern, from the 
elite campuses at Berkeley and Los 
Angeles to the dozens of community 
eol^ges, are facing unprecedented 
budget rats which will jeopardize 
Bcaaemic standards and unaermine 
Callfomia’a long-standing commit- 
ment to c^n access. 

Patrick Callan, director of the 
Post-Secondary Commission, says in 
the report that three problems are 
fuelling the crisis. They include an 
unresolved dispute about the size of 
the higher education budget; a con- 
troversy about soaring student fees; 
and a lack of attention to long range 
planning. 

Although California has one of 
the richest economies in the United 
States, the state government faces 
. huge deficits - partly a result of the 
passage in 1978 of ‘Tropositlon 13”, 
the controversial law. which cut 
property taxes and drained money 
.from education. 

This year Mr George Deukme- 
jian, CaSifomiB’s Governor, is wag- 
ing a bitter battle against fellow 
legislators to block proposed budget 
iacreases and prevent increases in 
sales taxes next year. As a result, 
public universities and colleges still 
do not know whether they will face 
substantial increeies next year or 
reductions averaging 4 per cent. 

This unrartainty, the report com- 
plains, creates a vacuum in decision- 
making within the colleges and

Tne financial uncertainties have 
been compounded, the commission 
says, by the state's zigzagging policy 
towards student tuition fees. In 
theory, the state legislature is com- 
mitted to a policy or “vadual, mod- 
erate and predictable**^ increases. 
Over recent years, however, politi- 
cal strife within the state goverouent 
had “dismembered” the policy 
through a beirildering series of poli- 
cy shifts. 

First, the governor proposed hefty 
fee increases at the state university. 
Then the legislature reacted by eli- 
minating all increases. Later, the 
state gjovetnment voted 16 outlaw 
any fee increases in the coniing year 
rerardless of the' possible cuts in 
college budgets. 

Much as It supports .a policy of 
low student fees, the commission 
says, a prohibition on fee increases 


is likely only to exacerbate the 
financial plight of the colleges, and 
erode the quality ' of courses on 
offer. “Any view which equates stu- 
dent access solely with the level of 
student fees runs the risks of ignor- 
ing the reason why students come to 
college in the first place - presum- 
ably for an effective and high qua- 
litireducaiion.” 

^e commission's report includes 
a survey of the impact of this year's 
cuts on Californians community col- 
leges. It reveals that the majority of 
(he 106 colleges have reduced the 
number of courses they offer, defer- 
red the replacement of equipment 
and inaeased student fees. Taking 
inflation Into account, the commun- 
ity colleges have lost 20 per cent of 
their purchasing power since 1977. 
As a result, student enrolment drop- 
ped by S per cent. 

At the other end of the California 
^stem’s spectrum, the University of 
C^Itfomia - the nine-campus system 
at the top of the three-tier hierarchy 
- is becoming increasingly con- 
cerned about a widening salary gap 
between Its stsff and those at compa- 
rable universities. 

The Berkeley campus, still rated 
the best all-round research campus 
in the United Slates, believes its 
preeminent position will slip rapidly 
unless the state agrees to give the 
lecturers a catching up pay award. 
David Saxon, the university's presi- 
dent, said academic salaries in Cali- 
fornia were now more than 18 per

cent lower than those offered b« 
private universities like Stonforo, 
Vale and Harvard. 


A long-term result of this decline, 
the Post-Secondai^ Commission 
warns, will be for California to lose 
its claim to combine academic ex- 
cellence with a highly accessible uni- 


versity system. If the state’s politi- 
cians continued to treat educotion as 
Just another part of . the, stale 
budget, said Mr Callain, “I predict 
that the. flitiifo will fee'poQrly fi- 
nanced institutions weighted down 
by Contradictory and sh6rt-teim 
poHdes ^ institutions whose reputa- 
tions and ability to serve the public 
have been seriously damaged. 


Andrew Casey looks at 
the sensitive question of ' 
overseas students and 
proposed restrictions on 
thair numbers. 

The number of overseas students 
coming into Australia to study in local 
school as a prerequisite for tertiary 
education wifi be frozen next year - 
and probably cut back in 1085. 

Senator Susan Ryan, the Federal 
Minister for Education and Youth 
Affairs, has announced that'because 
of pressure on places in schools, 
universities and college education, the 
overseas student aid programme wiil 
be radically revamped. 

The Laodur Government, which 
was elected last March would make it 
socially equitable, Fitting in wilh it’s 
democratic socialist philosophies. 

At the moment the only criterion 
for entry to Australia for these stu- 
dents is that they and their parents 
are in the upper income brackets of 
the Asian societies they live In, 
Senator Ryan said. 

In the past few years students from 
Malaysia. Hongkong and Indonesia 
have been pouring into Australian 
schools anef universities. This has 
largely been due to the sharp increase 
in the cost of education for overseas 
students in Britain and the United 
States. 

Overseas students coming into Au- 
stralia can get their secondary educa- 
tion ^e if they enrol in a state school 
or a technical college. Private schools 
charge fees but they are not exorbitant 
and It is often a good way for overseas 
students to ensure a place In tertiary- 
education. 

Once a student from Asia passes an 
AvAltulian malriculaiion exam he oi 
she is qualined to enter any tertiary 
institution. Most Instiiuliuns do not 
discriminate between overseas slu- 
■ dents, and local students when (lecid- 
log who will be allowOd to enter ihclr 
couises. 

Tb do ah underaraduote arft degred; 
course in Australia costs an DVdraeqs.-, 
student $A1,70Q (£950) a year. The 
same degree fn the United Kingdom 


would cost approximately $ AS ,000 a 
year. 

In New South Wales, the largest 
Australian state, 2 per cent of the 
students silting for last year's matri- 
culation examination were private 
overseas students from Asia. 'From 
this 2 per cent came one in five of the 
state’s top 300 matriculation passes. 

The success of the Asian students in 
(he matriculation exams - and the 
scarcity of tertiary education places 
which have been cut back tw the 
economic recession - has foicea Gov- 
ernment and universities to rethink 
their entrance policies. 

But the overseas student question is 
a very sensitive diplomatic issue in 
Australia. When Monash University 
in Melbourne, the capital of Victoria, 
announced last v^enr that it was intro- 
ducing, for the first time, a quota on 
overseas students it caused a minor 
diplomatic scuffle. 

And when a confidential report 
from Australia's iarast university, 
the University of N^, was leaked 
showing that it recommended strict 
controls on the entry of foreign stu- 
dents it made big news in Asia, 
coupled with features alleging ram- 
pant racism on Australian campuses. 

The University of NSW report 
stated bluntly that overseas students 
were stopping local students from 
enrolling in inelr preferred courses.

Prograniming the micro specialist 


Sir - Carolyn O’Grady's article, 
“Growing doubts on micros scheme" 
(TES, June 17) may cause some alarm 
if its implications are not viewed 
rationally. 

It is estimated that by December 
19M, at the end of the Department of 
Industry's scheme to provide micros 
for primary schools, at least 80 per 
cent of them may have purchased 
subsidized equipment, and some 
154,000 teachers will need training in 
its use. Some l.e.a.s are expressing 
reluctance for their schools to partici- 
pate in the scheme, and it is interesting 
to examine the reasons why. 

In some cases, where an objection is 
being raised, it appears to be coming 
from those who are either secondary 
or HE computing specialists (who 
frequently have little real knowledge 
of primary education), or from prim- 
ary school specialists (who hove little 
real knowledge of the new technolo- 
gy). Fortunately, there is a steadily 
growing number of primary school 
teachers, advisers and lecturers who 
are becoming more knowledgeable 
about computers, and who are Mgin- 
ning to appreciate that although there 
is much to learn, it does not alfhave to 
be achieved overnight, as long as a 
sensible start is made, 

' There is indeed, as Carolyn 
O'Grady indicates, wide disparity in 
both purchasing assistance and IN- 
SET provision between different 


areas. ‘ Lack of provision is often 
accompanied by the kind of justifica- 
tion described in the article: “the 
equipment may be impro{>erly used". 
It is in foct nard to envisage any 
“improper" use of a computer in a 
primary school. At the very worst a 
school would concentrate initially on 
one use of the micro, rather than 
exploit the whole range of uses a 
computer can offer. 

Understandably, those who worry 
about a single use usually fear that 
primary schools will concentrate over- 
much on using programs in which 
children are practising skills. But 
surely children in primary schools 
should be spending perhaps a quarter 
of tlwlr time in school on practice, and 
at the present time it would be a 
fortunate school which possessed 
more than one system to share be- 
tween each four classes? Teachers 
.luLve to start somewhere. If using 
relevant drill and practice programs is 
an easy starting point, is this necessari- 
ly a bad thing, especially when one of 
the purposes of the in-service training 
requirement wliich accompanies the 
Department of Industry's scheme is to 
move on from the point and illustrate 
other uses of microtechnology in 
primary schools? 

Another, more realistic objection 
that is raised by dissenting l.e.a.s is 
that the training of 155,000 teachers 
causes practical difficulties, not the 


least of which is finding enough tutors 
to undertake the courses. Perhaps the 
first step is to encourage groups of 
primary schools to work together on a 
self-help basis to use the resources 
which tne Microelectronics Education 
Pi^amme has commissioned. 

Ine Department of Industry com- 
puter arrives in a primary school with 
a modular distance study pack, and a 
range of software. Having studied a 
module, groups of teachers could 
meet together regularly after school to 
discuss it and plah the classroom 
activities. The same group could ex- 
amine together some of the accom- 
panying p^rams, discuss their place 
(or otherwise) in the primary curricu- 
lum, and decide how a class might 
need to be organized so that the 
software can be put to best advantage. 

The Open University has produced 
a Computer Awareness pack, already 
publisned for 3B0Z ano soon to be 
published for the BBC micro, which 
groups of primary teachers could 
stu^ on their own. Last spring, the 
BBC transmitted three programmes 
on "Micros in Education’ wluch show 
interesting examples of some different 
ways in which microcomputers and 
microprocessors are being used in 
school. Many teachers' centres will 
have recorded these for loaning out. 

• Longman are publishing a modular 
in-service course Micros In the Prim- 
ary Classroom which again could be 


studied by groups of schools working 
together. Although many of these 
group activities would be better if 
supported by a tutor, it is silly to 
surest that they can only be of benefit 
if a tutor is present. All that is needed is 
somcencouragement from the l.e.a. tp 
get started! 

However, MEP recognizes the fact 
that much more is needed in the way 
of primary in-service training, and 
that more tutors to support It are 
required. Carolyn O'Grady does not 
mention in her article the new Nation- 
al Primary Project which has been set 
up with a brief to identify INSET 
needs, to develop materials to help 
tutors running courses, to run courses 
which will aim at training the trainers, 
and to promote curriculum develop- 
ment in the primary field. 

The project will run over the next 
two to three years, by which time we 
would hope to see about 700 more 
people nationally able to support 
in-service and pre-service training for 
primary teachers in the Held of mfero- 
technology. If each of those 700 
trainers were then to take responsibil- 
ity for training some 220 primary 
teachers, the target figure of 154,000 
could be met.

For those 
not old enough the remember the 
Beloe Report that led to the CSE 
examination, nor the dedicated 
pioneer work of Don Stansbury at 
Swindon in thelate 1960'a, and later in 
Somerset, it may seem that the four 
articles {TES June 17) under the title 
Marked for Life herald a new dawn in 
education.

not because it was a good thing in 
itself, nor because it was goud for 
education, but because some sort of 
academic assessment was demanded 
by teachers, parents and employers. It 
at least had the grace to say that the 
system would not be suitable for the 
“bottom 40 per cent" although this 
was quickly forgotten in the rush, by 
some schools at least, to jump on the 
latest band-wagon. Now we learn that 
the elitist exam system is becoming 
politically unacce|rtable. 

Don Stansbury’s work at Swindon, 
and others including the present wri- 
ter in different parts of the country, 
was to develop a method of recording 
achievement of all sorts,. more espe- 
cially non-academic skills and .in- 
terests which in our view made a large 
contribution to education in its true 
sense. It was always Don’s point, if I 
may speak for him, that the act of 
recording was at least as important as 
that which was recorded, and in the 


particular version wc used at Cowes, 
though different in detail from the 
I Swindonscheme.becameavehiclefor 
discussion and evaluation of a pupil's 
achievements which added greatly to 
his self-motivation and scif-concepl. 

I have no quarrel with the writers of 
the four articles in their desire to 
provide a celebration of success. Nor 
do I quarrel with their hope of revolu- 
tionizing what goes on in schools. Part 
of the pupil unrest which has been 
growing for so long stems from the 
strait-jacket of the examinations and 
their syllabuses. But how will the new 
certifleate change this? 

The external examinations are to 
remain as Part E; criterion-referenced 
tests, the results of which will form 
part G, will be subject to the same 
restraints as regards syllabus and will 
no doubt motivate some teachers to 
teach to the test. Thie, forward- 
looking schools will see such tests as 
an opportunity to break away from

- tongue what is required and why, llie 
ohildrert then repeat the BngUih and 
then tell . the teacher the Bengali 
equivalent, which she then repeats 
and learns. 

This dual learning persists through- 
out all lessons. The staff concerned 
have learnt to understand the chil- 
dren's spoken Bengali in two terms 
and are now rapidly beginning to be 
able to read written script. Tne chil- 
dren's grasp of English has leaped 
ahead tn the same way as those 
involved in the mother tongue pro- 
ject, I suspect for the same reasons, 

. For me, the most iidportant lesson 
to be- leamt from this example of 
mother tongue work,. is that any 
teacher can, if the will be there, 
learn to use the flnt language of 
the cbildreo. The benefidal ef^ of 
this, teth for staff wd children, are far 
ireBching indeed. My con tendon is that 
both for the teacher and for the other 
childreil in the school, this is a positive 
learning process. We live- now in a 
multi'Cijltural society, and this can 
only serve to enrich our understanding 
of each other and of the world we 
inhabit.

Few schools include a librarian on 
parents' evenings, perhaps because so 
many teachers double as librarians. 
Unhappily few headteachers give: 
hi^ priority to a well-stocked libraiy 
with professional staff. Parents sel- 
dom ask whether the library is a 
cupboard or a custom-built room or if 
the librarian is as well trained as a 
maths teacher. They.seem not to care 
whether or not the fibrare is available 
wbeb their children are free to use it. 

Yet on questions like these a great 
deal .more than exam success may 
depend. A child who is hooked on 
books and uses a library with ease has 
an asset for life. Cunously little is 
heard of the place of libraries in 
secondary schools pr of the iinport- 
,a|ice of user-education, > 

' ^Staffing is crucial as In every pigrt of 
a school; some authorities have a 
^fossional librarian in every secon- 
dary school, others have teachers with 
library-time and a little training. A 
few have teacher-librarians who strug- 
gle with little time, minute stocks 
and the vamest idea of llbrarianship 
to guide them. 

In my own county I think mine is the 
onN scfiool with a chartered librarian, 
and vre have two, since I elected for 
job-sharing. This means we use our 
common training jbut different skills 
and end the isolation common to most 
school librarians. Happily, our tead- 
teaiter is committed to the library, 
d^uraglng its use as a sln-Wn and 
alloyring us to hold time tabled nut 
fomewhat eccentric user-education 
lessons. A teacher is always present, ' 
of rourse. and most lessons are In

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T eachers are not much given to long-term 
prognostications about their objectives; 
staff-room conversations tend to be more 
about next week's school visit or exam 
prospects at the end of the year. Yet who should 
be more interested in the future than those 
whose charges are being prepared to go out into 
tebaaging world in five, seven or eleven year's 
time? But that torch which indicates a school 
crossing emphasises quite another tradition, that 
of handing over the knowledge, values and skills 
ctf one generation, virtually intact, to the one 
which follows it. 

A N Whitehead exposed its weakness back in 
1^3; “71ie whole of our tradition is warped by 
^ the vicious assumption that each generation will 
substantiBlly live amid the conditions governing 
the lives of its fathers and mothers and will 
transmit these conditions to mould with equal 
force the lives of its children. . . We are now 
hviiig in the first period of human history for 
which this assumption is demonstrably false.” 
We are now living in a period when everybody 
has been forced to face the truth of that 
judgment. 

The dominating technology of the foreseeable 
future is the miscroelectronies revolution which 
according to Professor Bill Gosling of Bath 
University, “will be more significant and far- 
reaching in its consequences than perhaps 
anything which has happened to the human race 
since our ancestors took fire into their service.” 
Among other effects It will, “modify not only the 
means by which education is carrl^ on but also 
the very ends at which it aims.” 

The educational prophet must, therefore, | 
look not only at the institution itself, but also 
thiuk about the technological and social 
framework within' which it must work. Among 
those futurologists who presuppose that society 
will Still exist, the following provide, perhaps," 
the greatest contrast. 

Herman Kahn pushed the probabilities 
through the cqmputera (^t the Hudson Institute, 

, New Yorje, to produce a vision of a hyper- - 
expansionist world of 2030. It would be control- 
led by computers, powered by nuclear energy, 

I, and devoted to space technology and genetic 
' engineering. The whole edifice would be kept 
reasonably stable through the manipulation of 
public opinion by means of the behavioural' 
idences. At its heart would lie multiple inequali- 
ties. Hie advanced nations would be striving for 
super-industrialization in order to maintain and 
increase their dominance over (he Third World. 
Their own societies would contain sharply- 
polarised classes - a powerful technological elite 
who would run everything and the majority of 
unemployed who would be expected to enjoy 
their leisure. Can this be what Peter Walker was 
imagining when he spoke last year about, “our . 
unique opportunity to create a new Athens 
without the slaves”? ‘ Anyone designing an 
appropriate education system for such a society 
wouldn’t have to look very for for a model; it 
could be based on that provided for the Alphas 
and Epsilons in Huxley's Brave New World; 
ignoble means used to pursue dubious ends.

A development of the Ideas in this, and other 
reports . appear in Automatic l/nemployment, a 
discussion document prepared for Earth Re- 
source Research by Colin Hines and Graham 
Searle in 1979. The whole picture, however, is . 
one which would be Immediately recognized by 
innovators like Sir Clive Sinclair (of the personal 
computers) ted anybody involved in the in- 
numerable privately and publicly-funded small 
enterprises and co-operatives which are spring- 
ing up like mushrooms or in the Manpower 
Services Commission’s initiatives like the Com- 
munity Programme. 

What then might be the future shape of our 
teucatlon system? It’s best to stick to the word 
system because schools, as we know them, may 
have neither the form nor the particular import- 
ance they Have now. Professor Tbln Stonier of . 
Bradford University, for Instance, is one who 
' sees a great de^l of learning taking place at home . 
throu^ the iise of interactive communication 
devices linked to the television set. Schools 
would become meeting placte for convivial, 
activities like sport, drama and debate. It is 

salutory to conside that one vice-chancellor has 

observed that his children learned more about 
matheraiatical rules from a Christmas present, a 
small electronic teaching toy, than they did in 
primary school. 

It is universally accepted that education murt 


go on throughout life. It must no longer be 
tiiought of as something which stops at 16, 18, 23 
or any other age, One of the most active 
UNESCO or^nisations is its Lifelong Educa- 
tion Unit, run by Ettore Gelpi, an educationist 
who, in many people's eyes, approaches Illich 
and Frelre. in visionary stature. In this country, 

. Proftesor Charles Handy, one of the moving 
spirits behind the Education for Capability 
movement is adamantly against the age-bonding 
of education.. “We all know that foe Anglo- 
Saxon pref«ence for getting rid of .education as- 
soon as passible is absurd. The spectacle of 
middle-class parents spending fortunes to gel 
their children through A levels before their 
neighbours' strikes me as one of the saddest 
steepiediases around.” ... 

To put if in its simplest; most utilitarian, 
terms; in a rapidly-changing high-technology 
world, nobody knows what skills, .knowledge, or 
Indeed, people are going to.be valuable even a 
few years ahead. Commercial hdad-hunters for, 
executive talk,, nowadays, about the; 

three-career life. Signs of the times, are schemes 
like the new DBS programme, PICKUP, which 
js all about the updating of profetednal, 
industrial and commerdal skills aii'd encourages 
PE institutions to go oiit to teach Arabic to 
exporters. and mafoemAtics to mechanics.

It is the secondary schools, which presently 
absorb an enormous proportion of all the 
available resources, which will be the first to feel 
the wind of change. Everyone keeps saying, 
“We are going to need a better-educated 
population” but this b not likely to be achieved 
in instiutions where 67 per cent of' the pupils 
leave as soon as they can and an unquantified but 
large number become semi-permanent truants 
during their last year. Increasing unemployment 
is bound to reinforce the truth of the fact that the 
age-old unwritten contract - come to school, do • 
as you're told and pass your exams; that’s the 
route to a better Job - has been unilaterally 
broken. 

It is no coincidence that the most vocal 
proponents for chaise are prominent members 
of the UK industrial and commercial communi- 
ties; they receive the products of a system which 
is out of phase with the. times. Thankfully, the 
old knee-jerk attitudes about “standards” are 
long gone at their level.The writings of those 
concerned with the Education for 'Capability 
movements, for example, emphasise the need 
for young people to be encouraged to learn how 
to cope, co-operate, be companionable and 
communicate; that education should be more 
about acquiring skills than absorbing know- 
ledge. 

Tony Bond, of the Engineering Council, 
believes that methodology must be changed. He 1 
would like to see an open-ended, problem- I 
solving, approach used throughout the curricu- 
lum and not confimed to subjects like CDT, 
whicli itself has not gained a wide enough 
currency. We want lateral-thinking opportun- 
ists, says Charles HandV, and they can't come 
out of places which institutionalise rules and 
their maintenance and attitudes of dependency. 
Eltorc Gcipt sees sclf-dirccticm ns the only 
possible style for lifelong learning uml it must 
begin in the schools. Skilled, questioning, 
problem-seeking, initonomous imlividunls arc 
needed, not necessarily because they arc being

After a few years, for a change, you should 
seek nomination on to one of the subject panels 
with even more awaydays. Better still, become a 
moderator, which involves a lot of visits to other 
exam centres. While not as satisfying as a 
complete breakaway from the school scene, 
these are at least better than having to do any 
teaching yourself. 

To be accepted as a moderator you will have 
to attend a training course and this opens up new 
vistas for those keen on the extra-mural 
approach to education.

you'd probably prefer. Here, then, are a few 
more radical proposals. 

We begin with the what the l.e.a. calls 
“member of local authority and/or Justice of the 
Peace absent on public duties - 12 days per 
year.” You have to be careful here because as far 
as local politics are concerned, most committee 
and council meetings are held in the evening. 
Again , while it would be splendid to get out and 
about during the day wearing your Mayor's hat 
and chain of office, you can’t expect to start at 
(be top and there’s a long apprenticeship to be 
served In your own time. 

My recommendation would be on appoint- 
ment as JP. If you’ve followed the previous 
advice you should now have the reputation of 
being an outgoing sort of person, Just the type to 
sit on the bench'and do your bit for society. 
Strangely enough, if you specialize in juvenile 
work you’re likely to run across the more 
outrageous members of 3F or 4/8 or whatever. 
It's much more dignified to confront them one at 
a time with your fellow magistrates in support 
than to attempt to contain them in the classroom 
when you’re on your own and all their mates are 
on hand to make things as awkward as they can. 

By a constitutional quirk you are unfortunate- 
ly unable to reach for the black cap and pass 
appropriate sentence but even binding over to 
keep the peace with the parapberDBlia of the law 
behind you is belter than attempting to throw 
your weight about in school with only the 
pastoral deputy as backstop. 

Another activity guaranteed to bring you 
substantial time off is “representing county in 
international sports and games as an amateur - 
10 days". Obriously, there are tactics to be 
considered in this field as well. For example, 
you'd have a better chance if you could represent 
one of the less populous countries, Wales, say, 
rather than England. (Even here there are 
exceptions like Rugby Union.) Would it be 
worthwhile becoming a Daturali^d Luxembur- 
ger or Andorran? And which sports or games 
would be eligible? Oiess? Scrabble? Marbles? 

The remaining items on the l.e.a. list all 
involve an element of luck. "Witness in criminal . 
proceedings’’ - you might not keep the wrong .

When American tourists hear the word 'culture' they reach for their wallets. 
Susan Thomas meets a public schoolmaster turned arts entrepreneur. 
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F our years ago Richard Barran gave up a 
secure and enjoyable job in teaching to run 
“cultural binges" for American tourists. 
“We take them to the best shows, intro- 
duce them (o performers, producers and desig- 
nerSi give- them an insight into the English arts . 
today, and arrange a number of unique social 
events. It’s very exciting.” 

It is also very risky nnd, in these nervous 
times, not easy to see why anyone would throw 
up tiie security and rewards of a scale post in a 
thriving public school to risk life as an arts 
entrepreneur. In the ev6nt it has worked out, but 
why did he do it? 

"Very strange, . really. I loved teaching. I’d 
been in it for 14 years. 1 was at the only fehool in 
the country where I wanted to be.

Mary Harron investigates 
the feverish vt^orld of teenage weeklies 
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I The late seventies brought a new> wave of 
teenage girls* maguines on to the market: 
weekly papers which are dedicated to boy 
worship and dominnied .by photo romances in 
the style of tiie Italian fumettl. Teachers despise 
them as trashy, sentimental and devoid of 
redeeming socini content. Teenagers love them 
for precisely those reasons, not least because 
teachers disapprove. There is no point in 
attacking such magazines for not being educa* 
tjonal when their whole appeal is that they are 
not: something to be hidden in school desks, 
read secretly in classes, giggled over in unison in 
the dinner breok, or leafed through in the 
bedroom at home. 

• la terms of inspirational role models these 
magazines are perfectly abject; however, they 
are not the iron clad instrument of conditioning 
that they are sometimes made out to be. By 
taking popular culture seriously, we often forget 
how lightly it is received by the audience 

I themselves, who use it quite knowingly for 
cheap thrills. The teenagers who read My Guy 
and Blue Jeans laugh at their storieseven as they 
identify with (hem. 

And yet escapism is a serious business. The 
teen plioto magazines, like all romances, oper-

be. Hence that frustration, that vague sense of 
failure and disappointment when a night out at 
the disco doesn't turn out the way it does in the 
magazines.

which begins at Dunty and ends withlVbiereen.'^

I eyelashes and swirling hair, who worked as 
models and air hostesses and Qew round the 
world, rejecting millionaires. 

'What works as fantasy in drawings becomes 
too literal in photographs and the age gap with 
the readers jars. Photographs also impose a new 
set of technical and economic restrictions: no 
more princesses and dragons, and much less 
historical romance. Instead, the emphasis is on 
reader identification. The heroines are the same 
age as the papers' older readers, about 16or 17. 
In My Guy they lean towards the battered 
overcoat and spiky haircut style of street chic, 
but there is never any look that is too high 
fashion or too bizarre. As for settings, the focus 
has narrowed down to a few streets. The stories 
move between the local disco or coffee^bar, a 
dance class (Fame has had a huge impact on the 
girls' weeklies), -a friend's house, a walk in the 
park . TTiere is no specific class Identity here, just 
a pervasive ordinariness. There are genuine 
virtues in this new quasi-realism: at least the old 
boarding sch(x>I snobberies are gone, replaced 
by the comprehensive. 

Gordon Small, managing editor of Jackie, 
says the kids now demand pholo-slories because 
of (heir '‘mQre.realisti$, up to date content. The 
sj^es'.tund.tQ I'bfte'ctiBbdal.cohtUtipns and. the., 
.hdtjb^r jBhqpittfing', probl^nu between ' 

parents. '/aoMe are not entirely happy with this,; 
but the kids want situations they can identify 
with". Regretfully Ite adds, "You could almost 
say that romance has gone out of the stories". 

The exotic daydreams may be gone, but even 
when the slories deal with social problems the 
focus is always on love. When Blue Jeans dealt 
with glue sniffing recently In "Had I Left It Too 
Late?" it was in the form of a boyfriend gone to 
the bad: "I knew Pete was in trouble - real 
trouble. Of course I knew. But I just didn’t have 
tho courage, to do anything about it . . ." In 
another issue “Don’t Throw Your Love Away" 
dealt with unemployment in- the form of a 
boyfriend who kept losing his job.' 

.Oliie snifBng Is a probwm for girls too, and 
tiwre is no sexual bias in being unemployed, but 
any real action in these stories goes to the boys- 
eyeii the tra^c deaths. This is the established 
tracjitlon of gjrls’ romances, where all the (Irairia 
in the heroine’s life romes from her emotions 
vis-a-vis her man. Work |s always hazy in'these 
.stories^ glimpsed orily as it pro^des an oppor-' 
(unity for a romantic meeting. In a typical photo 
stoty, the heroine works !h7flower shop and the 
hero keeps coming in (o buy bouquets. She is 
afraid they're for a girlfriend, but at last she 
learns he’s been buying'all these ffowers for a 
sick, aged neighbour. iKiss and fade outi 
Tfie girls ar6 not passive in love; where they 
will actually make, the first move, but absolutely 
gohhless as regards ambitions and careen. YoU 
vfould be.Kard^ptit to 'find a heroine in any of

want". Any career enquiries Jackie receives are 
about hairdressing, modelling, working with 
animals; but as he points out ‘‘Anyone who 
wants to go to medical school or university won’t 
write to Jackie to find out how". 

And yet girls who read Jackie do go on to 
medical school. Most of the women reading this 
article will have passed through the girls’ 
weeklies, and still found their way to higher' 
education. Magazines like Oh Boyl, My Guy 
and Blue Jeans neither encourage or effectively 
block ambition. Tlie only damage they can do is 
by upholding the notion that romance and 
careers don’t mix. In this they are far more old 
fashioned than the womens' pulp romances. 
Even Mills and Boon have taken on the career 
girl and even, thanks to television shows like 
Dallas, the character of the female tycoon. 

Tliereia an age-old notion, implicitly reflected 
in the girls’ weeklies, that if you want to catch a 
boyfriend you shouldn’t be too clever, because 
men don’t like women who compete. It’s quite 
true, they don't. But in the real world they are 
having to adjust to it, and still lo\^e affairs go on. 
By showing a woman handling a board meeting 
at one moment and behaving like Scarlett 
O'Hara the next, ^Its and Boon have caught 
IsQntething of .the fexual schizophrenia our 
agei in which women use one set of images for 
their working life and another for their emotion- 
al life, 

• The “realism" and the social problems of the 
girls’ papers have not encompassed the new 
competition between men and women in the job 
market, or the new complexities of our romantic 
life. Nor have they acknowledged the changes in 
the pop world which provides the pin-ups. As 
Evelyn Cohen, editor of GM, says the teen 
papers “put up barriers which slop them being 
really modem". Tiie pin-ups they use reflect the 
increasing androgyny in pop style - Boy George 
1(1 a dress, Annie Lennox in male drag, Marc 
Almond in eye make-up and leather S&M 






make Mike jealous, I '

contradictions. To admit this blurring of semal 
Identity would undermine the romantic u^- 
tions of the photo-stories with their clear-cut: 
notions of boy meets girl. And so our young popi 
transvestltes'are presented without comment, at; 
if it was still the da^ of Q^y and the 
Pacemakers and the Dave Clark Five. 

For all the criticism that can be made of tbe: 
photo-story romances, it should be said in their' 
defence . that they aren’t training girls to be: 
housewives. Unlike the old style girls' papern 
you don’t see these heroines washing disbes, 
learning to make clothes or cooking a special, 
meal for their guy. Instead they go shopping or 
out to parties and clubs; meet boys and go out 
with them, two-time them or get rejected, break 
up and fall in love again. Tbe stories may cod 
vdth a blissful embrace or tears on the pillow, bel 
there is no sense of pennanence. Tbe rels- 
tionships are intense but casual, episodes 'to i 
chain of teenage dating. 

This suggests that there is a restnictuiioj oT 
the teenage market. Until the mid-seventltstk 
weeklies were intended to cover every aspeetd 
a girl's life. So the girls got clothes, rdpu, 
make-up, hobbies and boyfriends all in, oat' 
package. The boys market, like the adult mem 
market, had no equivalent, divided as it was into 
special interest papers adventure stories, , 
motorbikes, mu^c and so on. By focusing mqre 
and more on emotional rclationshijM tbe ^rli 
papers arc approaching tho special interest 
category of tlio American love comics or Mills 
and Boon: file under romance. 

One of those days an adventurous publisher is 
going to bring out a teen romance paper that 
dares the expectations of the Average Read^. 
Not through any orthodox consciousness rais- 
ing, either: give the teen papers any laint of 
“worthiness" and they die. The nearest we ha» 
come to a subversive girls’ weekly was in the£>^ 
issues of Oh Boyl which had a smutllness aod 
crude humour that actually challenged its ^ 
conventions. IPC got cold feet and tooed it 
down; th(j circulation dropped. . :

Heather Neill talks to Michael Rudman about his new production of ‘The Winslow Boy 

Michael Rudman. whose production 
ofRattigan’s The Winslow Boy opens 
at the Lyric, Hammersmitli tonight, is 


not given to pat answers. Discussion 
of the play is likely to be littered with 
attempts to define ciichfe like “period 
piece' , “well-crafted" and even 
noke". Tbe decision to direct it was 
straightforward enough, though: “It 
joit seemed so much better than what 
I was working on at the time - which 
was a play of my own actually’’. 

He can afford a gentle laugh against 
himself. Although he claims to have 
bad his share oftailure - and few can 
have missed the ghoulish publicity 
lhat attended tbe recent ill-fated pro- 
duction of Camelot - his career has 
been for the most part enviably high- 
^ng. Since he came down from 
Oxford some 20 years ago, a young 
American graduate, he has been 
attached to a theatre full-time for all 
but a year and nine months. After 
OUDS4 where he was president (and 
where he collected a review In The 
complaining that his production 
.was too professional) he worked brief- 
ly at the RSC and the Mermaid, did a 
stint at tbe Traverse in Edinburgh and 
ran, memorably, the Hampstead 
Theatre Ciub for a number of years. 
More recently be has been responsible 
for the running of the Lyttelton at the 
National Theatre. Would he ever like 
to return to the National? "Yes. Aiw- 
one would unless he were insane or m- 
rlous."

We see Michael in school at last.

The birds that 
Michael observed so freely are now 
imprisoned on classroom walls; the 
shadow of learning, not the subst- 
ance. Michael himself is imprisoned, 
miserably uncomprehending in the 
midst or hundreds of children sing- 
ing, with laborious irony, "All 
things bright and beautiful". He 
can't read the words of the hymn, of 
course, and the system has isolated 
him from his real life and alienated 
him from his fellows. But if he had 
alwnys gone to school he would 
have been able to read, and he would 
have been at home in the group. A 
telling image, indeed! What it tells 
us, though, is very ambiguous, and 
hot, I suspect, quite wnat David 
Leland intended, which is what 
makes it such an interesting, if not 
moving, play. The characters do not

What do the following have in com- 
mon - the ceiling at Crockfbrd’s, 
the first book to be printed in col- 
our in Britain, a Huntley and Pal- 
mers' biscuit tin and the menu for a 
seven course banquet at the Paris 
International Exhibition of 1867? 
The answer is, of course, a Welsh- 
man - Owen Jones, who designed 
them all. 

Jones made the first deflnitive 
study of the Alhambra palace at 
Granada in southern Spam, proc- 
laimed it to be "the very summit of 
perfection of Moorish art" and set 
about launching what might fairly be 
called a one man Islamic revival as a 
third force in the so-called “battle of 
the styles" which engulfed the world 
of architecture ana design in the 
mid-nineteenth century. 

Early opposition turned to 
acclamation aner Jones, through the 
influence of his friend Henry Cole 
(the V & A wing one), was commis- 
sioned to design the interior decora- 
tion of the Costal Palace for the 
Great Exhibition of 1851. His bold 
use of primaiy colours was quite 
literally a brilliant success and thus 
striking testimony of the openness 
of industrializing, self-confident Bri- 
tain to the aesthetic vision of a 
culture yet to be scorned as back- 
ward and decadent.

Jacques. Tati died last year, more 
(hau a'decade after completing Tdtl, 
his fifth and last feature. His lack of 
commerdal success is usually 
scribed to the French preference 
for verbal wit (though the silent 
comedies of Chaplin and Kenton 
seem to have been popular enough 
with French audiences) and to his 
methods of work: he was eccentric 
and a perfectionist. He was also 
overtly hostile to “the New France”, 
a mime who belonged to le music- 
hall with its acrobats and trick-cyc- 
lists, nostalgic tor a time before the 
advent of the consumer society. 

Mon Oncle was prophetic. Its 
appearance In 1958 coincided with 
the start of the Fifth Republic and 
predicted that, to a society which 
pnded itself on its. taste and its 


enjoyment of the good things in Uli. 
the prosperity of the sixties wouM, 
bring vulgarity, snobbeiy and aKcni-i 
tion.

Ihe Giinese are the largest, oldest 
and arguably the greatest civilization 
on earth. Insteaa of being the sub- 
ject of intensive study in the West, 
bowever, th^ remain a mystery to 
molt of us. Few people in the west 
have a fluent command of the- 
Chinese language and many have a* 
strong antipathy to Marxist regimes, 
but perhaps the greatest obstacle to 
understanding the Chinese is the dif- 
ficulty of appreciating their very 
difrerent culture and their terrible 

J riences of brutal poverty, natu- 
dlaastera, foreign invasions and 
dvil war. This dimculty has been 
compounded by the Cultural Re- 
volution which both bewildered out- 
side observers and cut China off 
bom dose contacts with the West. 
Only in the last few years has China 
opened her doors to foreign influ- 
ences and this has encouraged a 
host of writers to rush to explain the 
Chinese to the peoples of the West. 
Fox Butterfield is a New York 
Times correspondent, fluent in 
Chinese, who was in China in 1979- 
81 duriM the relatively liberal phase 
of the ''Deng Xiaoping regime which 
broitet the Cultural Revolution to 
in eifd. Hla book is in many ways a 
leal product of the aggressive 
lerican investigative reporter. It 
B wordy, over-blowni and repeti: 
'(tons, but ft la alsp!livriy;'inqu]utive 
and roll of roriyeraatlonS Whidi give 
vivid personal accounts of the nor- 
lors or the Cultural Revolution. It is 
also impressionistic and lacks both 
i^Iiable statistics and a sense of baj- 
ince. The book is based on dozens 
of specific cases, but fails to offer 
any general explanation of the orl- 
and consequences of the Cultu- 
ral Revolution. 

Pox Butterfield is particularly 
good on the disastrous impact of 


the Cultural Revolution on specific 
individuals and his discussion of the 
merits and failings of the education 
system in China is probably the beat 
chapter in the book. He is 
interesting and informative on the 
relative failings of the Chinese eco- 
nomy due to inefficient management 
and ponderous bureaucratic control; 
family relations; the position of 
women; the supervision and orga- 
nization of Chinese society and tiie 
survival of distinctions of rank if not 
of class.. He is also probably justi- 
fied in concluding that China is now 
an authoritarian society facing an 
authority crisis. 

Unfortunately, Fox Butterfield’s 
account is overwhelmingly pre- 
judiced against the Communist 
achievements in China since 1949. 
There are indeed a few sentences 
admitting that the Communists have 
done a great deal to reduce brutal 
poverty, to expand the whole eco- 
nomy, and to improve medical care, 
education, the Position of women 
and the life ‘or the peasants, but 
these isolated remarlu are buried 
among hundreds of pages condem- 
ning tiie failings of the Communist 
regime. Moreover, nearly all of this 
eridence is taken from dissidents 
who sutered particularly badly dur- 
ing the Cultural Revolution. There 
are no stories from anyone who is 
happy or even moderately satisfied 
with life in China. 

The author admits that China has 
had to face enormous problems in 
the twentieth century - a massive 
population, limited resources, a mix- 
ture of races, religions and lan- 
guages, and the horrors of foreign 
invasion, dvil war and natural disas- 
ters. Yet he appears incapable of 
recogniang that these problems 
make it impossible for any Chinese 
, government to make life as comfort- 
able for the Chinese os it is for 
maiw of his fellow Americans. His 
book is a prolonged indictment of 
China and it is preoccupied with the 
unemployment, crime, vice, sexual 
repression, nervous tensions, and 
lapses from Marxist Ideals that he 
witnessed there. Yet Fox Butterfield 
himself takes great offence when a ' 
Chinese cadre attacks the material- 
ism, violence, crime^ corruption, un- 
employment, inflation', radal con- 
flict and collapsing family structure

Jonathan Spence’s book is less 
provocative, aggressive and compell- 
ina, but It is altogether more scho- 
lany, nerceptive and sensUive, De-

Alfhough Jonathan Spence shows I 
an understanding of the enormous ' 
problems created by Intenial corrup- 
tion and external aggressors and he 
has tried to describe the general 
historical context, bis account of 
literary reactions to political changes 
is not always easy to follow. His 
narrative concentrates on the writ- 
ings and careers of Kang Youwei, 
Lu Xun and Ding Ling, but these 
are also Interwoven mth the lives of 
many other writers and idealists. It 
is therefore never easy fof the reader 
to follow or untangle Ihe career of 
any of these writers. Those who are 
already familiar with these writers 
and with the history of tvventieth- 
century China will gain most from 
Jonathan Spence’s thought-provok- 
ing book, but all readers are likely 
to appreciate this study of China^s 
search for individual liberty and 
literary freedom. 

The publishers of The Conspiracy 
and Murder of Mao's Heir ori^nally 
claimed that the pseudor^ous 
author was a high-ranking Chinese 
official who had access to secret 
documents.

Finest Hour: Winston S Churchill 
1939-1941. By Martin GUbcrt.

On December 1 1941, the recently- 
appointed editor of The Times, 
Robin Darrington-Ward, recorded in 
his dia^i aAer lunching at Number 
Ten, his impression of the 67-year- 
old Prime Minister. . . very fresh 
and young and spry. He is a diffe- 
rent man altogether from the rather 
bloated indlviouBl whom I last saw 
(close to) before the war. His cheer- 
ful, challenging - not to sav trucu- 
lent - looir ... is the right ^face' to 
put on the vast responsibilities 
which he is discharging.^' 

"Vast" indeed - enough to buckle 
in a few days anyone unendowed 
with the supreme self-confidence 
that in the Cnurchillian ps^he con- 
sorted so paradoxically with onsets 
ofihe starkest “Black Dog" depress- 
ion. Out, with his rcaomlssion to 
office on the outbreak of war as 
First Lord of the Admiralty (he had 
been in the wilderness ever since the 
Tory defeat in 1929) and with his 
arrival at Downing Street the fol- 
lowing May on the very day that 
Hitler launched his onslaught in the 
West, Black Dog skulked away, 

I never to return with full snarling 
malice until the electoral landslide 
of 194S once again robbed Churchill 


of the centrality in the nation’s 
affairs without which his spirit raged 
and wilted. 

If the years 1939-1945 were the 
central bastion of Churchill's life, 
the 12 months that stretched from 
the French collapse to the invasion 
of Russia form a yet stronger inner 
keep. Without his presence then, it 
‘ is impossible to assert categorically 
that Britain's will to resist would 
have survived and that the nation’s 
impulses to fight on could have been 
effiwtlveLy canalized. As it was, the' 
pressures to try and get some kind 
of terms from Hitler that would 
leave the British Empire at least 
temporarily intact - and such press- 
ures were, in government circles, 
more widespread than we care re- 
trospcctivelv to admit - were easily 
deflected, with Churchill in charge, 
all thought of negotiation instantly 
withereo. On paper and on any 
rational analysis of strategic prol> 
abilities, the war was already lost. 
Churchill's inestimable contribution 
was his ability to infect the whole 
nation with his own - in the cir- 
cumstances wholly irrational - cori- 
vlclion that eventual victory was not 
only possible but absolutely inevit- 
able. 

Martin Gilbert’s luxuriantly 
documented chronicle Illustrates this 
lowering certain^ and this well-ni^ 
superiiuman resilience to disaster. 


His mind restlessly ranging over ev- 
ery corner of the globe and every 
minutest aspect of the British war- 
effort; darting back into the past to 
drag forth historical parallels or 
roaming into the future to adum- 
brate dreams of post-war reconstruc- 
tion, Churchill during these years 
drove himself and alf who worked 
for him to the point of utter exhaus- 
tion. With June 1941, end the Ger- 
man assault on Russia, Britain’s re- 
lease from the threat of invasion 
and subjugation arrived. No one 
realized it at the time. Churchill, 
like everybody else, deceived by the 
Red Army’s dismal showing against 
the Finns, was sure that the Soviets 
would be overwhelmed in a matter 
of weeks or at the most months and 
that Nazi fury would then, once 
again and even more potently, be 
turned on Britain. 

This climactic volume closes with 
the Japanese attack on Pearl Har- 
bour, Hitler’s gratuitous declaradon 
of war on America thereupon, and, 
with the consequent addition of vast 
American manpower and even vas- 
ter industrial resource, the vista 
opening, however distantly, of final 
victory. 

The skill and diligence that have 
gone into the preparation of this 
volume are, as with its predecessors, 
of an exceptionally high order.

“Class Readers” - the term still 
evokes for me memories of thirty 
gym-slipped girls passing furtive 
notes and even more furtive pepper-

laped and frequently re-spined 
h*anhoe and Guy Mannerinfi. The 
only time any excitement stirred in 
us was when vw had to hastily con- 
ceal the comic we bad been reading, 
flush with embarraaament at our fail- 
ure to find the right paragraph or 
page even, and read the allotted 
chunk In the compulsory expression- 
less monotone. Miracurously, a few 
us lurvived to love and appreci- 
ate books. 

Nowadays, however, there is an 
abundance of literature written ape- 
dally tor young people - literature 
which often deals with many of the 
ipedal problems, tensions and crises 
that ^iescents In today's society 
may experience. 

The most recent contender in the 
field of contemporary classroom fic- 
tion b Oxford university Press with 
its Archway Novels Smes. It is 
launched with eight titles selected 
from Oxford’s duldren’s list and 
aimed at the 12-15 age group. 
Further titles planned for Spnng 64 


include: Peter Carter’s The Black 
^amp, Frederick Grice’s Bonnie Pit 
Laddie and K M Peyton’s A Pattern 
of Roses. 

The idea of the young relating to, 
and learning from, the elderly is a 
perennial theme in teenage fiction 
and, of the eight titles offered, Ian 
Strachan’s powerful and unsen- 
timental Moses Beech leaves the 
deepest impression. Moses is an old, 
fiercely independent man who has 
eluded the smothering attentions of 
the Welfare State. An intriguing re- 


and the runaway teenager who is 
forced to take remge in tils primitive 
cottage. In a way they are both 
refugees and both want to go their 
own ways and be themselves. Con- 
fined. yet somehow liberated in the 
snowbound cottage, Peter grows in 
self knowledge though at a cost both 
to himself and Moses. 

Also memorable is Collision 
Course by Nigel Hinton which is not 
only Upping wt also psychological- 
ly convincing. One identifies easily 
with Ray’s feantic desire to run 
away firom admitting responsibility 
for the death of Mrs Chalmers. The 
theme is a universal one; you cannot 
hide from what you are or run away 
from what you nave done and from 
what must Be done. Learning this is 
past of growing up. 

In fact this theme Is also central 
to Bernard Ashley’s senritive story 
of Patsy on the run from her 
domineering step-father and it is an 
important rutor in EUeen Dunlop’s 
wpealing if rather sentimental rox 
nrm which traces the changes 
which occur in the relation^lp be- 
tween a boy and his foster brother 
when they secretly foster what they 
believe to be an orphaned ^ cub. 
And, faced with the problem of 


whether to give succour they can ill 
afford to destitute strangers, the 


afford to destitute strangers, the 
frishtened end suspicious irianders in 
John Rowe Townsend's book gra- 
dually learn to question the beliefs 
and illusions on which their society 
is based. 

Rosemary Sutcliff can always be 
relied on to provide a good action- 
packed tale and Frontier Wolf will 
not disappoint. But 1 would gladly 
dispense with the twd remaining ti- 
tles in favour of a book which took 
some cognizance of the fact that we

However, I feel Collins have a slight 
edge in that they have not only 
produced good quality literature 
especially written Tor children but 
have also encouraged the sensitive 
and lively handling of those books 
by producing sets oi extremely help- 
ful and stimulating teacher’s notes 
to accompany each title. 

In the late fifties teenagers and 
their problems had only just been 
invented. The books available in 
school inevitably ignored the phe- 
nomenon. Now, if sorely strained 
budgets permit, furtive notes - and 
peppermint creams - really ought to 
iM a thing of the past.

Story Trails are mystery stories 
where readers make choices be- 
tween possible future events. Of 
these new Issues, one 'is set in the' 
Wild west, anotner concerned with 
gun running and with the tomb of 
an ancient Egyptian prince; there is 
a murder plan with a supernatural’ 
element and a science beboo story 
of monsters appearing in tbe Outer 
Hebrides. 

Tbe stories are clearly printed and 
in short sections, for a reading ag^ 
o£ about 10. The openings tend to 
use the “bunch of bananas” techni- 
cme, introducing a larae-ish group of 
characters mentioned^ by name but 
not individualized. Mastering the 
basic fects requires a persistence and. 


degree of concentration whieh it , 
may be part of the object of the 
series to develop, but are not oHrays ' 
available to reluctant readers. Much 
of the story bonsiits of a narration 
of faotual events by tbe first-person 
protagonist, which again doesn't al- 
ways come alive. 

A variation in choices in the early 
stages of a book can lead you back 
into the main stream, but towards 
tbe end the choice is cmdal, and 
decides whether you solve the mys- 
tery and survive, survive without 
Bolviiu, or perish. 

In The Deadly Trap there is a jinx 
on every possible move made at the 
outset, with falling toby jugs and 
ash branches, burmng conservator- 
ies, and, as with a ghost train, 
accepting it all is presumably part of 
the fun. .On the whole (ne more 
aggressive' moves are more likely to 
be successful. In Night of the Comet 
if, with dubious morality, you throw 
a bottle of whisky at a crazed man 
with a Very flare pistol and set him 
Blight you win through; but if you 


stand back hoping be won’t fire you 
don't. . ‘

ment:. In The Dlrfy Dollars, aurrivat 
lies in banking on whether (here are 
five or sbe bulleta in the Colt of the 
gunman opposite. And The Tomb of 
Amenosls has a superb end with a 
runaway train and an escape in an 
ancient Egyptian . barge through an 
underground pipeline. 

My initial feeling about this series 
was that they should either have 
fewer ramifications, fewer characters 
more vividly reaUzed, and more 
illuBiratioD, or, if designed for more 
sophisticated readers^ provide more 
genuine dues to which observation 
can lead to solution. However I 
must admit that as I read more of 
them 1 felt a certain compulsion to 
continue building up in me, aud this 
may be even stronger in some of tbe 
readers for whom the series was 
designed.

Mary Rose comprises two prosrams 
based on the rediscovery and ex- 
cavation of Henry Vinl flagship, 
ihe Mary^ Rose, which sank in the 
Solent in* 1545 and which was suc- 
cessfully raised In 1982. The first 
program (Survey) simulates (he 
search for the wreck and small 
groups of children naviute a boat 
around a given area or the Solent 


an “underwater scan*'. Any objects 
discovered can be investigated and 
identified by diving and tneir posi- 
tions marked by buoys. 

Having founo the Mary Rose the 
children are able to begin the 
second programme (Diving. This 
simulates the underwater exavation 
of Ihe remaining hull of the Mary 
Rose. The groups take it in turns to 
dive on the wreck, clearing mud, 
mapping out the structure of the 


huil and lookiM for artifacts and 
other “finds”. The children are able 
to speculate on the nature and 
meaning of any of their finds. Pro-

gress is recorded on a data tape. 

Seardiing for and excavating the 
Mary Rose on a computer, great! In 
Ihe wake of the wide TV coverage 
of the raising of the Tudor warship, 
the idea was greeted with enthu- 
siasm by ihe class of 3rd year 
Juniors. However, it was not that 
siimle. 

The first problem was to find a 
cassette tape recorder which would 
work in conjunction with our newly- 
acquired BBC computer. This took 
a matter of weeks of trial and error 
before Ihe computer consultant at 
the local teachers' centre soIvmI the 
problem. 

The frustrating waiting time was 
not wasted. Work was carried out 
with the children to prepare them 
for the surveying and aiving. Discus- 
sions and dictionara work took place 
in connexion with unfamiliar and 
specialist words connected .with 
ships and archaeology. Pictures of 
sailing • ships were scrutinised and 
the various parts of the ships 
named. The derivation of some 
names were discussed in relation to 
the history of sailing ships, for exam- 
ple,^ forecastle. The screen picture of 
the command letters was copied into 
their topic books and discussed. 

One ^up of five children carried 
out the task of plotting the position 
of the Ma^ Rose from the Marings 
given. This was an. exercise whira 
interested and stretched them. The 
majoriw of the class would be cap- 
able of this task in perhaps another 
year. Other experimental work sug- 
gested on pressure and lung capacity 
would also be better understood at a 
later stage. 

At last we could start on the

gram were well able to continue 
the search for the Mary Rose with- 
out supervision.

ing pr^ented a variety of inconsis- 
tent difficulties for reasons which 
were never apparent. 

The main problem for these third 
year children was Ihe concept of a 
three dimensional -excavation under 
water. 'The decision to go Up or 
Down was often cqnfusea with the 
North and South. It was decided to 
excavate one level at a time but this 


caused problems when an obstruc- 
tion was encountered. The children 
could not cope with the diving pro- 
gramme tm their own which made it 
a very time-consuming exercise in 
teacher hours. 

Because of the time the whole 
project had taken, interest unfortu- 
nately waned but before completion, 
hull and deck timbers had been disc- 
overed at different depths and re- 
corded on the grid. Tne more dis-' 
cerning children could see the shape 
of the hull appearing. The air-nft 
was used to clear mud and coins 
were found it its sieve. A bone 
manicure set and two pewter flagons 
were also found. 

The problems encountered with 
the software were mainly in conne- 
xion with the data tape. Transfer- 
ring the dive information on to a 
separate tape appeared to be simple 
from the Instructions dveni however 
in this instance It did not work. It 
was necessary to load the dive in- 
formation into the computer; no in- 
structions were given as to when this 
should be done. Divers were allot- 
ted a diver identity co^ number on 


their first dive. When this number 
was typed into the computer as re. 
•quested on the second dive it wm 
rejected. (Perhaps this was con- 
nected with the information taoe 
problem). ^ 

The contents of the Mary Rcu; 
software package were excellent and 
provided the basis for a great deal 
of interesting work in various areas 
of the curriculum. But before 
attempting the diving programme is 
would be advisable for both leacber

Although the project was ool 
completeo, much was gained in his-' 
torical information and laneuaet 
work and the children's Interest ta 
the Mary Rose was stimulated.

ABC Primaiy Software, a marriage 
of primary ^ool teacher and prog- 
rammer, have produced two casset- 
tes for the infants maths curriculum. 
As with most good books, the .title 
misrepresents tne contents. The six 
programs on the two cassettes are 
less about learning addition and sub- 
straction and more about practice 
and testing aspects of those proces- 
ses, using the numbers 0 to 9. 

On the first tape, three programs 
provide practice with addition. 
''Block Add'* presents the infant 
with two towers of blocks, one red, 
one blue. The child re^cds by 
attempting to create e single tower 
containing the combined number of 
blocks. In a small window, the num- 
ber of blocks present in the sinrie 
tower is written. The pupil mayjie 
practising matching and equiva- 
lence, but counting fa not a necessary 
accompaniment. 

“Block Une" provides the infant 
svith a number question (eg 3 + S)' 
and is requested to “place" blocks 
on a number line to represent the 
addition. The third p’rogram entitled 
“Test” also asks a traditional-type 
addition problem and expects a 
numerical rather than a pictoral re- 
sponse. A useful aid is the presence 
of a number line to aid calculation. 
The pupil can move a cursor along, 
the line to represent the addition. , 

The second tape contains three 
programs -to practice' subtraction. 
“Dirference” requires the mtant to 
construct two lines of blocks of a 
riven number. The required answer 
fa the difference between the two 
blocks. “Picture Subtract" fa the

On all sue pro^ams, feedback 
is by a very repetitive diet of a 
yellow tick and “good” or- a red 
cross and “wrong . Pupils are in- 
vited to add their names, eight let- 
ters b^g the maximum. Christ- 
ophers ana Henriettas beware! With 
the cassettes comes documentation 
in format. 

Fourteen objectives are listed. 
These are mostly aims and goals 
rather than objectives and are 
generously optinustic. The synopsis 
and details of content are satistac- 
ton tbou^ occarionally verbose.

The programmes are made up of 
what appear to be unscripted inter- 
views with native speakers, strung 
together by an uninspired announcer 
and interspersed with snatches of 
music and sonu. 

The material has several good 
features. The extracts sound authentic 
nnd incorporate a variety of accents. 
They are divided into short, man- 
ageable chunks, and yet within each 
programme there is time for a 
theme to be developed and for the 
core lexis to be recycled as different 
attitudes, opinions and experiences 
are expounded by a variety of peorilc 
So much EFL materiol is sb den- 
sely-packed with facts, taiget struc- 
tures and lexis that the stuaench 
have no time to come to grips with 
it nil before it's time to move on to 
the next topic. 

Listeners have some good exer- 
cises, too. Students are frequently 
asked to predict what they think will 
happen and they are given the 


chance to compare their own ideas 
with those expressed on the tape. 
However, I do have numerous cri- 
ticisms of the series. 

For a start, nearly all the lan- 
guage in the six packs I have access 
to is descriptive. People do a lot of 
other thin^ with language besides 
describe and foreign stu&nis need 
exposure to a vanety of language 
functions. The exploitation too is^ 
and large unimaginative. With a lit- 
tle more thought, the language level 
of the exercises could have been 
lowered to bring the series within 
the range of a much larger audi- 
ence, while still being relevant and 
stimulating for the current target 
students. 

It is not so much the original text 
which detetmines the language level 
of the material, after ah, as what 
students are expected to do with it. 
What- students are expected to do 
with much of this is quite difficult, 
and not necessarily particularly use- 
ful. As it is, the grading (from 
elementary to advanced) is some- 
what haphazard. The publishers 
might more accurately have lumped 
the whole lot in the “intermediate 
and above" bracket.

The teachers' guides reprint the 
cards in reduction and prowde notes 
for each card, together with a list of 
materials needed. Unfortunately 
there is no master list giving all the 
materials, instruments, tools and 
specimens for the set. Nor is there 
any precise indication of the 
ability range of the pupils who wU 
use these cards, - •‘•■t 

■ la practice, the cards vary quite 
considerably In level. This is inten- 
tional, “end even within a card 
some activities may be easier than 
others", the authors explain, liiis 
hardly makes them user-Mendlyl 
The Look Around card begins page 
4 in the lauguage of the First School 
C'nnd a place with a view and look. 
Some things are near; some are 
further away.") but this Is preceded 
on pages 1-3 by assignments on 
acute and obtuse angles, plumb-lines, 
verticals, horizontals and parallels. 

To be fair, the authors hope that 
the cards will "be used as flexibly as 
possible and that teachers tailor 
them to fit their way of working and 
organization". This is essential - but 
it will require a considerable input 
from the teacher, both in prepara- 
tion time and in administration. 

Some of the assignments contain 
direct and immediate instructions 
("Collect a bag of soil") whilst 
others seem to oe directed at the 
teacher (“Keep the records collected 
year by year in the school library”). 

Even .more troublesome are the 
assignments which have . to be 
broken off in mid-sentence, since 
they can oniy.be completed over a 
lengthy period of time. Other 
assi^ments are seasonal and will 
ne^ssltate a more complicated 
organization, such as searching for 
specimens of “fruiting bodies otfun- 
in- "woodland sou". 

In the end 1 suspect that many, 
teachers will welcome these cards 
for the . profurion of ideas and 
assignments they throw up, rather 
than as substitutes for existing work- 
sheets or textbooks. 

I cannot predict the welcome for 
w Guinness Poster Magazines on 
The Human Primate. On one large 
sheet (660mm x 44Qmm) there Is an 
extremely attractive foil-colour pdst-' 
er on one side and a four-page 
information booklet (330nuii x 
220mm) on the other.

“They are sent by careers officers, social 
vrorkers, sometimes by their parents. We inter- 
view them, give them a written contract and a 
fortnight's experience in each department. 

“But not everybody does that. If they know 
exactly what they want we don't see it as our job to 
push them into something else," says Roy. “Not 
everyone lasts the 12 months either. Some find a 
job during the course. Just occasionally both 
trainee and staff agree that the placement is 
wrong. That's very rare. They're good kids.” 

David St. Rose is 18, tall, serious. He wants a 
job in carpentry. When I met him he was busy on 
a batch of dressing-up clothes stands. His design 
folder was full of material samples, tool cata- 
logues, price lists and rapidly improving free 
hand sketches, scale models and working draw- 
ings of a design for a two sealer rocking swan. 

“Couldn't get Mrorkafterschool . . .hadajob 
with a meat firm, got laid off . . . after that, 
nothin’. I bin here eight months - 1 like it. You 
learn a lot fast . . . I've designed stools and 
chairs. Now I'm on this rocker. We’re workin’ 
on a pack-flat idea - nurseries don't have much 
storage space - but ours keeps failin’ apart!’’ 

I Like ell (he other trainees he felt that school 
woodwork classes bore little resemblance to the 
real thing. Since starting he had learned to read 
scale drawings, work to a schedule, understand 
different materials. 

Derek Henry, a personable, cheery 17-year- 
I old, clearly the PR man of the outfit, unstacked 
I some of the mini-cookers and cupboards to show 
' me the desi^ features - hand-made wooden 
knobs and hinges, doors with cut-away edges ^ 
which can’t trap small fingers - drawers which 
can't fall on to small feet. 

While it is not (he sole intention to employ the 
youngsters on batch production, says Roy Fell, 
there is some merit in experiencing a way of 
work which they are more likely ta end up in 
than the more satisfying hand crafted approach. 

But, as Martin Ashdown, the .workshop's 
senior supervisor explained, they get plenty of 
opportunity to modify existing designs and 
produce new onea - from first principles to 
prototype and wooden jigs and templates for 
production models.

God and Man, early became the 
centra! tr^e of the Scottish novel. 
Ilwre is Douglas's House wtih the 
Green Shutters^ Hay's shattering Gil- 
lespte, Archie Hind's The Dear 
Green Place: in Grasslc Gibbon’s 


psychological force, Hoag's novel is 
unequalled in Scottish lilerature. In- 
describable in every sense, it de- 
mands to be read and remains as 
powerful now as it was closer to the 
events and conflicts it describes in 
such detail. 

Part of the book's dark insight 
comes from Hogg's frank avowal of 
the power of sexuality in society and 
relirion. Later Scots writers were to 
be Taially cramped by the inability 
to approach the taboo'd subject or 
by a nervy attempt to shroud it in 
mystical wraps. Stevenson was horri- 
fied to hear that critics were iden- 
tifying Mr Hyde as the sexual in- 
stinct personified. Film Hydes, like 
Mamoulian's, have been uniformly 
transparent id figures; Stevensona 
character was more complex but 
only obliquely and incidentally a 
sexual animal. Even in the sequel to 
Kidnapped^ Stevenson tripped on 


dug deeper than most, Stevenson 
had already created the classic im- 
age of the relation in Weir of Her- 
mtslon, thou^ all his books, 7>m- 
sure Island^ Kidnapped, even the 
tale of Jekyll and Hyde, were buried 
father-quests. 

Hie founding father of the liter- 
ary Hne was James Hogg, whose 
Confessions of a Justified Sinner,

Part of Hogg's success comes 
from the whisper of sexuality that 
infuses every page of his text; the 
famous Edward Bawden woodcut 
for the Oxford Hogg unconsciously 
picked up the undertow of sodomy 
in the novel. Like his descendants, 
Stevenson and Gibbon, Hogg turned 
to the perversions of sexuality, coh- 
cubina^, prostitution, pederasty, as 
a means of portraying spiritual and 
social ills and also as a way of 
ducking the hardest fictional turn of 
all, a mature adult sexual rela- 
tionship. 

Robin Jenkins is Hogg's direct de- 
scendant, one of the two or three 
best living British novelists, (Rule 2: 
jf you're ^d, you're Bntiah; If 
you're not, you’re ScottlslO Pergus 
Lamont was, like Emma Tennant's 
Bod Sister, a conscious reworking of 
Hogg. The Cone-Gatherers, first 
publislied in 1955, is one of Jenkins' 
best books, a tale of two brothers, 
one handsome but bitter, the other 
deformed but angelic. There is no: 
father figure like Colwao senior 
here, only the repressed and savage 
gamekee^r Duror, a man whose 
Job it is to weed out precisely such 
weak specimens as maimed Nell. 
The brothers, in on echo of Grassic 
Gibbon, collect pine-cones to re- 
seed the decimated forest. Only 
Steinbeck’s Of Mice and Men and 
lunger's fable of Nazism, On the 
Marble Cliffs from the canon of 


written in 1824, is the first mrior 
Scottish novel after Waveriey. Two 
fell generations before Jekyll and 
Hwie. Hogg explored the nature of 
eril and grace in the stoiy of the 
half-brothers, George and Robert 
Colwan, brought up apart, one in 
the milder atmosphere of village 
presbyferianlRmi'One in the full blast 
of CaMnist antinomlanism,. “justi- 
fication by grace”. Robert, adopting 
the name of his tutor, becomes his 
brother's “dfippelgaflger'*. Under 
the influence of “Oil-Martin” - and 
Hogg never lets us decide whether 
Gil^ortln is the devil, a physical 
man or simply a psychological 
emanation - the good brother 
George U murdered and the story 
unwinds in its terrifying way. 

The novel is divided between the 
“l^itor's Narrative" and the "Con- 
fessions” of the Justified sinner him- 
seif; it hovers between the appear- 
ance of a cool, rational history of 
strange events, detached and cere- 
bral, and the fevered memory of the 
fleeing sinner.

The first is the 
concrete-noun-counl; you simply 
check the ratio of abstract to con- 
crete nouns and avoid the books 
with a high abstract quotient. 
Teachers measure out their lives in 
real classrooms, those most concrete 
of all places, and need to see this 
reality recognized and explained in 
books about schools and children.

Helen Arnold has written 
a short, practical, non-theoretical 
development of the ideas and dis- 
coveries of the Extending Beginning 
Reading Project. It is alf of a piece, 
concerned with what junior and 
middle school teachers do, or could 
do, when they listen to children 
read. Marie Qay has put together a 
much fatter volume, a collection of 
her own papers on the psychological 
development of young reaoen, 
ranging bom extracts from her doc- 
toral theris (1966) to a report on an 
inservice pr^amme for teachers of 
reading (198^. 

Although Helen Arnold's book is 
intensely practical, it is by no means 
short on ideas. The principal theme 
of the book is an almost angry awar- 
ness of the discrepancy between i 
what we teach successfufly in read- 
ing (code-cracking, measured as 
pr^ress through a graded scheme) 
an<r what we teach lus success^lly, 
if at all (a set of altitudes to r^ing 
that will guarantee independent and 
critical reading from an early age). 
This central idea motivates and in-, 
forms the discussion of specific 
topics and techniques throughout 
the book. 

The first chapter begins at the 
beginning with an account of the 


historlcaf origins of the practice of 
“hearing reading.'* It is full of in- 
teresting quotations, information

and- insights. Pieces of Bullock, for 
example, set against admonitions 
from Plowden, begin to look dis- 
tinctly formal and structured: is this 
really what we want?

Other equally interesting chapters 
explain (yes, really tell you how to 
do it) different methods of miscue 
analwis, giving careful guidelines on 
the limits and puiposes of this tech- 
nique. The last two ciders are 
recommendations; How Do It. 
Helen Arnold paints an optimistic 
picture of how “hearing reading", 
under a new name (the reading in- 
terview), could teach the child to be 
a committed ind^ndent reader 
with a true sense of the purposes of 
reading. These recommendations 
are set in the context of junior and 
middle schools, but I camt imagine 
an infont or first school teacher who

Observing Yout^ Readers is a 
much more motley collection of 
ideas. The research projects discus- 
sed cover, among other things, chil- 
dren's written and spoken language, 
intervention and remedial program- 
mes, children bilingual in English 
and Samoan, Maori children learn- 
ing to read in English, and the early 
detection of non-readers; it’s a re- 
markable list and a testament to the 
energy and inventiveness of the au- 
thor. 

In spite of the substantially diffe- 
rent styles and purposes of the two 
books, It is interesting to note cer- 
tain similarities: in one major re- 
spect their approaches are alike in 
that their views of reading are al- 
ways based on careful observations 
! of what teachers and children 
actually do. Hiey agree, for exam- 
ple, that many children only acquire 
reading problems as a result or the 
teaching they have received. And 
they both use their observations as 
ammunition in the reforming cam- 
paigns they have mounted. But. 
there remain important differences 
between tbe reforms they advocate. 
Helen Arnold exhorts teachers to 
move away from the graded 
schemes to give children more 
opportunities to learn for them- 
selves, whereas Marie Qay is con- 
cerned with ways in which teachers 


ran work effectively with the n„v 
lished schemes Shl u7g«*5,em^ to 
use insights from he? own a 
peniMntal work in their day-n>d»v 
practice.

It fe paradoxical that the more we 
nflderstand the reading process, the 
less certain many teachers 'b^me;

In riew of Bll‘-the concern ;for

' the publication of the Warnock re- 
. port, it is surprising that publishers 
\ \pave seemingly ignored this area of 
< growth. The existing provision Is 
' already extremely sparse, and becom- 
ing more so as many books disappear 
from catalogues. 

On the other hand, 27 sets of new 
books/language programmes have 
been published. Almost all of them 
are designated to teach “higher order 
skills" (never very clearly 

But although schools are almost 

S ollt for choice, inevitably some of 
Is new material presents less of a 
challenge to children than a means of 
keeping them occupied - preferably 
tileDtiy! Teachers need to examine 
these language books most carefully 
before purchase. Glossy covers and 
attractive Illustrations can mask the 
pedestrian nature of the text. Never-

Research has exposed the difficult 
reading levels of many information 
books and yet suggests that children 
often reject narranw for more fectual 
books, esoedally if they relate to their 


More and more publishers are begin- • 
ning (0 consult educational experts on 


readability levels and are working 
alongside authors and illustrators to 1 
ensure a coherent text. ' 

Finally, the perennial question of i 
reading schemes is not lilrely to dis- i 
appear. Alltherecentsurveysconfirm 1 
that most primary teachers continue i 
to lean heavily on structured schemes i 
to provide a core to their teaching 
pr^ramme. 

This does not imply that young 
children are denied access to a wealth I 
of books, nor that ail the reading I 
scheme books contain impoverisheo 
literature. In the early stages, building 
childrens' confidence ia just as Impor- 
tant as exposiM them to good stories. 

One Two lliree and Away Hart 
Davis) is an excellent illustration of 
how this can be achieved. Sheila 
McCullagh magically continues to ex- 
tend this series without any loss of 
quality: she remains sensitive to the 
needs of teachers and children in all 
she writes. 

One TWO Three and Away, despite 
Its 166 items, is not difficult to orun- 
ize in a classroom. Recent additions 
include pre-readers 9-12; Introduc- 
tory M-P (making 38 little books 
before Book 1); and six new Hum- 
mingbirds, witn some easier Hum- 
mingbirds promised later. 

Ine publisher. Learning Develop- 
ment Aids, has recently provided a 
One , TWO Three and Away version of 
Stile, which contains a variety oi 
activities associated with the readers. 
Stile is very popular with- children of 
all ages - it is both flexible and 
satis^ng to use. 

Storychcal (E. J . Arnold) which was 
well reviewed on these pages, now 
contains 108 books. Storychest de- 
serves BU'the praise it received: the 
poetry and plays are especially 
appreciated and the read together 
books have encourimed teachers to 
look more closely at Don Holdaway’s 
research.' 

Unk-Up Stbry Club books (Holmes 
McDougml) have added strength to 
the earlier levels of this scheme. 
Language In Action (MacmillBn) now 
has tiircc books of word Study spirit 
masters to reinforce the renders, and a 
simplified, guide and revised hand- 
books will Be published soon. Thesei 
will be welcome, beoaUM when, a

Reading 360 (Ginn) has been estab- 
lished long enough to prove its real 
worth, and for some of the cracks to 
appear. Tltank goodness teachers feel 
aBle to critidzefThe publisher has not 
been slow in cesponaiim, and schools 
are looking forward to the 24 new little 
books for the first four levels. 

Further language work to enhance 
the books at levels seven and eight is 
dready available, and levels five and 
I six will follow at the end of the year. 

I The organization of this comprehen- 
sive language programme has to be a 
well planned operation. Schools have 
accepted this, and the team work 
whicn has ensued has in itself been 
bendHcial to teachers. 

Twelve little books - My Own 
Readers - have been added to the Gay 
Way scheme (Macmillan), with a 
teoK of spirit masters to provide 
resources for teacher-made activities, 
llie original basic book remains un- 
changed apart from new covers and 
illustrations, so “mother” continues to 
wash on Mondays, iron on Tuesdays, 
clean on Wednesdays ... 1 
Mr Tansley has written a new series, 
Duncan Dragon (Hulton). The illus- 
trations, espraally of the children, are 
ugly. The text is repetitive. The first 
activity book is called a “busy book” - 1 
and is just that. Honesty indeed! ' 
Lastly, Lfliwage Patterns (Holt 
Reinhart and Winston) is beginning to 
look more promising now (hat the 


later stages have been published. The 
length of the earlier books is daunting, 
but there is some interesting material 
for more able readers. 

Whichever books we provide 
should, tbrou^ the excitement and 
fascination of stories, poems and 
facts, give cliildren (he success they 
need to become competent and wilting 
readers. Once they have achieved this 
goal we need to allow time for them to 
relish this absorbing pleasure. 

Reading to children must always be 
the best way to encourage them to go 
on learning. Tlie children's comments | 
quoted from the Hodgson and Pryke 
survey reveal how cusy it is to forget 
this.

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Hands up for hands on 

Rose and Daniel Chandler on computers and reading 




Around (hirteen thousand people 
attended the annual convention of the 
IniernationaJ Reading Association In 
California last month, at which there 
were no less than Fifty-nine presenta- 
tions dealing with computers and 
reading. In me exhibition of nearly 
two hundred and fifty stands all the 
major computer companies were rep- 
resented, and few of the educational 
publishing houses did not have an 
array of microcomputers diplaying 
their computer software for the lan- 
guage arts. 

It is interesting to speculate what 
impression a visitor to the convention 
might have received from a particular 
perspective. Imagine a young teacher, 
anxious to keep pace with the latest 
developments. She has been bom- 
barded by the media with glowing 
testimonies to the marvels of hew 
technology and has reacted to Che 
impending arrival of a microcomputer 
in W classroom with a mixture of 
excitement and a feeling of ignorance. 
She must make some kind orsciectlon 
from the options in the one hundred 
andeishty pages of the programme, so 
she chooses to attend only those 
stands featuring microelectronic tech- 
nology. What might she learn about 
approaches to reading from what she 
heard and saw? Judge for yourself 
from the following breakdown of the 
content of commercially -available 
software. 

One 1982 directory of educational 
software produced in the United 
States itemised some 1352 programs. 
317 of which were intendu ror the 
language arts. An analysis of the level 
of user response reveals that approx- 
imately 9 per cent focussed on indi- 
vidual letters. 53 per cent dealt with 
isolated words. 29 per cent involved | 




phrases or sentences and only around 
8 per cent presented a continuous 

E iece of text for reeding or compre- 
ension. 

Ofprograms specifically for reading 
development in thirty-two commer- 
cial catalogues for the same year, 143 
dealt with word attack, 95 with com- 
ehension and 15 with study skills, 
hder the category of word attack, 72 
were concerneo with phonics, 29 with 
dictionary skills, 28 with structural 
analysis, eight with context analysis 
and six with sight words. Comprehen- 
sion consisted of 68 on building voca- 
bulary, 19 programs which were pure- 
ly literal and eight interpretative. 
None involves nny kind of extension, 
imaginative or otherwise. Study skills 
consisted of five which dealt with 
organizing, five with maps, charts and 
graphs, four with reading speed and 
one with using resources. 

Tlic young teacher might be ex- 
cused for concluding that Teaming to 
read is a lengthy and difficult process 
which needs to be broken down into 
an orderly and identifiable progres- 
sion of stages. Drill children with ^lls 
(by teaching phonics, for instance), 
she might think, and they will become 
competent readers. If she assumes 
that such activities represented the 
most productive approach to reading, 
she ought wonder now to find time to 
read to children and to allow them to 
read freely. This is, of course, a 
dilemma in the classroom even with- 
out the computer dimension. As 
Frank Smttli lias written, ‘‘teachers 
are not evaluated on whether children 
enjoy reading and writing” but rather 
on their success In teaching “standar- 
dized, decontextualised, fragmented 
‘skills’".

with literacy. He has argued that 
children require three conditions in 
Older to learn to read and write: 


demonstrations of the use of reading 
and writing for self-evidently useful 
purposes, the chance to take part in 
such activities, and freedom from the 


undermining of their sensitivity. 

He wrote in 1961 that " the perva- 
siveness of programmatic approaches 
to education is now expanding furthei 
and faster as the development ol 
microcomputers makes a new technol- 
ogy ovailable for the delivery of 
prepackaged instruction". And at the 
convention in Anaheim he drew en- 
thusiastic applause by declaring that 
“if you allow computers to be super 
work-books then. . . computers will 
DESTROY literacy.” But with a sud- 
den twist he showed that he was not 



are marvellous devices for collabora- 
tion [in writing]." By using the compu- 
ter for collaborative writing one could 
“learn to read like a writer". 

Where then, is the software which 
will provide at least something of the 
environment which Frank Smith 
would regard as being conducive to 
literacy? There are, of course, word- 
moceasoTS foi Children: BANK 
STREET WRITER for the Apple and 
Commodore, for instance, and ‘now 
EDWORD for the BBC Micro. And 
we are all learning how using a 
word-processor can encourage critical 
re-reading, and that writing in this 
medium is MADE to be read by 
others. But writing still needs a pur- 
pose for the writer to be motivated 
and for her audienefc to be genuinely 
IntereateQ lii reading it. • 

Outside Khools, communication 
Occurs through letters, newspaoers 
and books, but in classrooms chll^n 
are still largely passive receivers of 
adult texts ana (end only to write for 
the teacher. Whilst keen teachers 
make every effort to encourage chil- 
dren to share their writing - to create, 
for instance, class newspapers - such 
examples form a comparatively small 
percentage of the reaaing (^jlaren do 
in school. 

Displays of writing are common 
enou^, but they are seldom the 
genuine communication of Ideas that 
ddldren choose to share. One of the 
exciting posribiUtiei for computers in 
education is that we may choose to use 
them to create frameworks within 
which genuine communication be- 
comes important. Perhaps the .best 
example oi a compute^8upported en- 
vironment for reading atm writing is 
QUILL, currently under develop- 
ment by Bolt Beranek and Newman 
and The Network. 

QUILL consists of a suite of prog- 
rams which him the computer into a 
tool for a variety of kinds of com- 
munication, Apart from a built-in 
text-editor called the WRITER’S 
ASSISTANT, there are three main 
programs: the PLANNER, the LIB- 
RARY and (he MAILBAG. The 
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teacher to create a series of open- 
ended questions which might lead the 
child to write a little about a particular 
topic (but yltimately by ehudren for 
themselves and others). 

The Library allows children (and 
adults) to put their own texts Into the 
filing system for others to use. These 
texts can be used as a reference system 
since the author tags them with 
keywords, allowing, for instance, all 
the writing about marks to be pulled 
out of the files. 

. The Mailbag Is a message system, 
allowing users to read and ^te notes 
to each other, to form interest dubs 
and to make general announcements 
using an electronic bulletin board. 

Such a system makes the manage- 
ment of e writing and reading work- 
shop easy enough to be viable for 
those of us who lose much of our 
creative energy in routine chorea, with 
the added benefit that we are left with 
the time to take part too. And, 
Although It requires a 64K Apple with 
two disc-drives and a printer - more 
than most of us have access to - it 
Mems to us at least to provide an 
msplrlng vision of Imminent possibili- 

I^all this seems like a giant leap into 
the future, we can still take some small 
Steps towards it without allowing ^11- 
dren to be controlled by computers. 
Why is it that when asked what they 
use computers (or at home, teachers 
wto own them list word-processing, 
Informstioa-handling and program- 
ming as their main uses, but tnat when 
Mwti What they do with them in 
school their lists are full of "education- 
d promams")? As David Zaochei of 
The Network put it. “People in the 
jMl world don’t use computers for 
drill and practice."

If you.cau 


Meaning behind meaning 


J. Vf. Barrett on creating a language environment 


Ceatral to the teaching task lies the 
responsibility of helping children 
unaerstand themselves, the world 
they live in and the possibilities that 
these two elements present. The re- 
sponse must be to create the dreumst- 
anees which will most likely fulfill sudi 
an objective. Those drcumstances are 
not only to be found in the physical 
anangement and the learning oppor- 
tunities provided within a school, but 
equally within the minds of the class 
teacher and the collective purpose of 
the staft. Qasses and schools have 
become what • they are for good 
reasons, but it cannot be presumed 
that those reasons always underwrite 
learning objectives. Indeed.'itisposri- 
blfi that the very organization of many 
of the classes and schools actually 
underminea certain purposes to whied 
we tubscrite. 

Many or primary children’s most 
effective learning takes place through 
their activities, through what they do. 
It is in (be interaction between each 
child end what lies before him that 
learning takbs place. In turn it is 
language, id all Its forms, that pro- 
vides our major means of constrmng 
meaning. The responsibility then must* 
be to provide a rich and varied diet of 
expenencea and then to support chil- 
dren in the process of making sense of 
those experiences; that is making 
sense as it was for them. We need to 
undentand tiie child’s intentions, of 
helping Mm, as far as it is posrible, 
from within the experience, we can, 
after ail, only make sense of his sense. 
It is, as well, from this position that we 
are beat ablp to judge the most 
appropriato’motnent for language de- 
v^pment, for refining the form and 
extending the technical grasp. Tlie 
need creating the demand. , 

Creating ^a languid environment 
then is, in part, makina schools good 
places for children to Be: places that 
stir their imagination; invite their 
interest and set their curiosity In 
motion . The Joy of such an objective is 
that it is not absolutely and Inextric- 
ably Knked'with the capitation allo- 
wance. It has os -mudi to do with the 
teacher’s capad^ to see learning 
potential In tue ounple and available 
ewryday tbin^ and experiences. 

The long term consequence of pur- 
suing such aptmse is to have arlchly 
resourced sdiool. What may start as a 
few bones, abirdnest, some old horse 
shoes and ’ a ' broken alarm clock 
boused in fotu shoe boxes can develop 
into a fonnlnable collection of arte- 
facts. It requires, like all new enter- 
prises, a detern^ed and sustained 
effort in the sariy staaes; but once the 
notion Is esUbUsnedlt creates its own 
momentum requiring only periodic 
prods of encouragement. 

Many imboitaut objectivea can be 
ochievM vrilh the wide variety of 
items that fond to appear in the early 
stues of sudh a couectiqp. It is also 
possible, over a longer period, to 
accumulate foaterials that can support 
more sustained projects in particular 
areas of the* curriculum. Maps, re- 
cords, photographs of the immediate 
locality recqrdi^ 'tbe changes over 
many years can very successfully com- 
plement itpini of Victoriana, excur- 
lioni into the near at hand environ- 
ment and toped recordings of elderly

to be fulfilled. The pond, greenhouse, 
aviary or Stephenson screen require 
space and initial funding but offer 
countless opportunities for sustained 
engagement. A bird box, or bird table 
can be equally profitable. In built up 
areas,where sheets at a premium* the 
community itself may offer ready 
made starting-off points. It requires, 
in the first place, the undoubted 
creative enterprise of the determined 
teacher and then the capadty to 
capitalize on those efforts in an 1m- 
apnative way. 

It isi of course, not simply the 
“things” that enable children to be- 
come thoroughly engaged and to ex- 
perience the reelings of genuine 
absorption, but the “expenences’’ 
they bring and that we can introduce. 
The “doirt for heavens sake mention 
it or you’ll have to write about it" 
syndrome should not deflect the use of 
tneir daily experience for learning 
material; that is more a reflection m 
unsatisfactory learning attitudes and 
presumably a consequence of unsatis- 
ractory learning experiences. 

The holiday, the trip to the dentist, 
Friday’s shopping trip all provide rich 
potential. (It is often, in such inst- 
ances, most profitable for the child to 
go prepared, with things to look for, 
ask about, measure or whatever. For 
his holiday he mi^t equip himself 
with an explorers idt; a plastic en- 
velope containing pencil, notebook, 
empty envelopes and containers, etc.) 
Ibe tale of a mother's burst shopping 
bag can lead to the controlled testing 
of the bags provided bv local ihops 
and supermarkets, of interviews with 
Bhoppen m tne local centre and letters 
detauinB observations to the mana- 
^rs of tnoiD shops and supermarkets: 
a survey of florists prior to Mothers' 
Day noting (he number of daffodils in 
their bunch and their cost; treatinR 
conkers to increase their strength 
and then devising experiments to test 
them to destruction, such is the stuff of 
(ife. And it Is toe “stuff of life’’ that 
engages children. 

Schools, in turn, are themselves 


well able to be placeB where “good 
things" happen. Perhaps the marble 
championship organized and run by a 


air of children or on a bigger scale'a 
kite week or story week with visits 
from authors ana illustrators. The 
activities of the School Association, 
the jumble sale or Sunday football 
'dub apart from their immediate pur- 
pose could also provide oppottunities 
ror promoting language use In real 
situBtloDi for real purpose. 

A school mini-bus extends the 
horizons beyond the immediate en- 
vironment and ultimately on residen- 
tial trips to areas yet further' afield. 
Tills purposeful ana controlled exten- 
sion of wrizons can coindde with 
chiidreh’s developing capacity to re- 
late and manipulate their experience 
and understanding. The opportunities 
are limitless and can indeed all be re- 
corded in B Children’s School Log 
Book. A book that in time will offer 
rich and interesting reading for future 
generations. 

Whether engaged in a group, class, 
or indiridual activity children should 
be using language for their own pur- 
poses and in so doing developing a 
confidence in their own voices. Tne 
teacher’s task is to take these experi- 
ences and to co-opt toe energy and 
enthusiasm of the children for them 
and uansforro (hem into productive 
experiences in educational terms. It 
serves, in addition, to heighten the 
si^ficance and validity of their daily 
actfidties in their own eyes. • 

The capacity to step beyond the con- 
straints imposed by the momentum of 
.one’scurrentpracticeandseenewpM- 
sibillties is a considerable one. The 
mistakeis perhaps to believe that afipe 
use of language is! oiore likely to be 
achieved as a consequence at some 
ambitious - projects* The criterion, 
tbou^ , is quite rimply whetoer or not 
it carries relevance and significance for 
them. It is all too easy to underestimate 
what is important to them.

rant for thatbelief. The organization 
of the class must allow for real ex- 
change. The quality of their talking will 
be closely determined by the quality ot 
our listening and that in turn will be as 
closely determined by our peace of 
mind: the confidence we have in the 
leamme experiences in which the 
remaining children are engaged. 

Despite the variety of the activities 
and the demands they make on the 
teacher he must operate from a centre 
of stillness. To be i;gught in a 
frenetic frame of mind is to diminish 
(he potential of earit exchange, to be 
led into his doing their thinking for 
them, to by-pass the all Important 
struggle. 

Our ability to make meaning is first 
developed in collaboration with 
others. Talking then is a principal 
means of learning. The teacher's role 
is to create the circumstances that 
most helpfully promote purposeful 
exchange. But we must be hospitable 
to their efforts. Talk is rich but untidy, 
ours and theirs, it cannot be packaged. 
Its principal discipline is the signifi- 
cance of toe subject matter allied to 
experience and expectation. There 
comes a point at which the teacher has 
to trust. 


Children’s efforts in whatever form' 
are often uneconomic, inexplicit and 
tentative and ideivlifying the miscon- 
strued from the sloppy requires a 
discerning eye. The opportunity to 
work on the task to oemaos oroduce 
two -or three drafts is to do no more 
than offer them the same facility that 
we offer ourselves in a written task, 
for example. Their urge to master the 
form will be largely determined by

This is to invite an increased 
feeling of responsibili^ for, and com- 
mitment to, their efforts. They are 
well capable, for example, at the 
outset of aproject, of thinlcing ahead, 
to see some of the possibilities and 
plan for them. 

Children are their own primary 
audience in their written work out that 
should not deter teachers from seek- 
ing alternative outlets for their efforts. 
Stories, projects, anthologies can be 
carefully bound to become part of the 
Ubrai^. Any adult or child in the 
building Is fair j^e for a teacher to 
use as an additional congratulatory 
voice. Children are in fact the most 
avid audiences of each others efforts. 
The junior child taking his story down 
the road to read to an infant group can 
be mutually fulfilling. For them to 
know stories as compilers, listeners 
and readers is to give real dimension 
to the experience. 

It is from the curriculum experience 
of the past that they learn how to 
handle the immediate and generate 
expectationa of the future.

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Keeping a wary eye . . 


In 1971 (he Tiiites Educational Supple- 
ment published a series of articles on 
iliileracy. The preface to the first 
article contained the following sent- 
ence; "Reading experts agree that a 
reading age of nine is a skid easily lost 
without practice and does not neces- 
sarily mean that a person will be able 
to read with independence and 
accuracy after he leaves school” (TES, 
1,10.71.). The possibility of a regres- 
sion of reading skills (also termed 
“retrogression" or "relapse") is not 
just oT academic interest but has 
practical implications, too. For exam- 
ple, assessments- of adult literacy 
needs are typically derived from our 
k nowledge of the reading standards of 
school leavers. Ignoring the effects of 
regression would result in an under- 
estimate of these needs. In addition, it 
' has been suggested that we should aim 
to establish a minimum reading age of 
nine years for all pupils, in order to 
pre-empt any deterioration after they 
leave school. Given (he Important 
consequences of a regression in read- 
ing skills, it may come as a surprise 
that it is most probably a mythical 
concept. A review of (he historical 
development of the Idea indicates that 
there are lessons to be learned by both 
the purveyors and the consumers of 
educational research. 

Post-school regression was men- 
tioned in the accounts of three early 
research studies. The first of these was 
contained in a book by C S Yoakum 
and R M Yerkes (Anny Mental Tests, 
1920) which describea the psycholo- 
gical assessment of First World War 
army recruits in the United Slates. It 
had been found that a substantial 
number of men were not sufficiently 
literate to complete the army "alpha'* 
test and even many with fourth and 
fifth grade schooling could “no longer 
read In anything but ahaltiog manner" 
(p 194). A second study of adult 
reading attainment in tne United 
States prompted very similar conclu- 
sions. William Gray and Bernice 
Leaiy reported that adults ivho had 
atvuiud ictiddl' ^ six dr more years 
were better readen, on average, than 
Children who had received the same 
length ot schooling, whereas adults 
with fewer than six years at school 
performed less well than the pupils 
with whom they were compared 
^hat Makes a Book Readable, 1937). 
These findings were taken to indicate 
that poor readers lost the little ability 
th^ had, after leaving, school. 

On this side of the Atlantic a similar 
view was emerging. Before the 
Second World wkx Cyril Burt had 
tested the reading abUUy of 2S6 
adolescents and 227 young adults and 
estimated the percentage of semi- 
illiterates In the twepty to twenty-five 


age group to be IS or 20 per cent as 
compared with only 10 per cent for 
16-year-old8. These results were said 
to ulustrate the phenomenon of "edu- 


cational relapse that overtakes so 
many young people after they leave 
school for worViBurPs findings were 
not published until 1945 {Brtt^ Jour- 
nal of Educational Psychology, vol IS, 
pp 20-27) but they were quickly 


brought to the attention of a wider 
audience in an article by Fred 
Schonell, which appeared the follow- 
ing year {TES, 23.2.46.). The concept 
of a regression of reading ability 
became an accepted fact, even though 
none of the three studies cited was 
designed in a way entirelyappropriate 
for such a conclusion to oe drawn. In 
each study, regression was inferred to 
have taken place but it was not 
measured directly. To achieve this it 
would be necessary to assess a repre- 
sentative sample of youngsters im- 
mediately prior to their school leaving 
I date and again several years later. In 
^ other words, a longitudinal study is 
the most suitable design. 

Large longitudinal studies are time 
I consuming and expensive to carry out 
' and are, therefore, unfortunately 
rare. However, they often provide 
answers to the questions raised by 
their quicker and cheaper counter- 
parts. ^e Medical Research Coun- 
cil's National Survey of Health and 
Development demonstrates this veiy 
well. As part of this survey a national- 
ly representative sample of indi- 
viduals, all born in one week in 1946, 
completed the Watts- Vernon reading 
test at IS and 26 years of age (in 1961 
and 1972 respectively). Over three 
thousand subjects were tested on both 
occasions. The results of this repeated 
assessment showed a substantial in- 
crease in average test score. How did 
the less able youngsters fare? In 1961, 
the proportion of the population esti- 
mated to have a reading age of less 
than nine years was 1.9 per cent and 
the corresponding f^re for 1972 was 
only 0.7 per cent. The clear implica- 
tion is that poor readers, as indicated 
by the Watts- Vernon test at least, tend 
to improve after leaving school and 
not to regress. 

It could, of course, be argued that 
much had changed between the 1940s 
and the 1960s. Kegresston may once 
have been a phenomenon which lias 
since been eradicated by the develop- 
ments In 1S + education. We can never 
‘ be certain about the truth or otherwise 
Of such an hypothesis because there Is 
ho definitive evidence. It is Interesting 
to note, however, that when informa- 
tion became available which con- 
flicted with earlier findings, it made 
little Impact on established views. 
Two studies in particular should have 
cast doubt on tne existence of regres- 
sion. The first was an invesiigation of 
reading backwardness amongnien in 
the array carried out by WO Wall. 
This was reported in the very same 
issue of the arltlah Journal of Educa- 
tional Psychology as Burt’s 1945 pap- 
er. Wall’s sample was adniltteoly 
small and not representative of the 
nadonal population of poor readers. 
Neverlheless, his failure to find any 
dlforence in the average reading

The results were 
used to provide population estimates 
for the extent of illiteracy and semi- 
literacy ie reading ages of ley than 
seven and nine years re»ectively.

were two studies: one which ^ed to 
demonstrate regression and the other 
which suggested that the opposite may 
have occurred. Their importance lies 
not so much in the implications of 
their findings as in the astonishing way 
in which these were interpreted. 

In spite of Wall’s results and hit 
initial acknowledgement of their sig- 
oificance he went on, in the same 
paper, to write: “Tlius this brief 
survey shows a broad agreement vrith 
the earlier and more thorough inves- 
tigations of Burt and Schonell to 
which it is deeply indebted. To their 
studies of bacimardness it adds the 
one significant fact that with the 
passing of time after leaving school, 
although ' many of the immediately 
adverse factors are removed, the 
backward child tends to develop Into 
the still more backward adult” (p 39). 
A surprising conclusion, but no less so 
than the one which appeared in the 
summary of the Ministry of Education 
pamphlet. It stated that “Contrary to 
I general belief, there appeared to be 
no fading of skill in the interval 
between leaving school and enlist- 
ment, always providing that the atatt 
of semi-literacy had been reached" (p 
12). When the revised fourth edition 
of Schonell's widely read book The 
Psychology and Teaching of Reading 
appeareiTin 1961, the report of the 
1948 literacy survey was quoted in 
support of the notion that pupils with 
reading ages below nine years are "in 
very grave danger of losing what skill 
they nave attained on leaving school” 
(p 229). One could be for^ven for 
holding the view that no researeh 
findings, however unequivocal, would 
have »iaken the myth of regression. 

It has often been said that educa- 
tional research, or social smence re- 
search In general, merely tells us what 
we already know. The history of the 
development of this one educational 
myth (and tiiere are others) shows that 
there is an Interpretation of thal 
phrase which may be more pertinent 
than its intended meaning. Perhaps 
wo are reluctant to accept that re- 
search can tell us something different 
from what we already think we know. 
Researchers, themselves, would 
appear to have been as wanting as 
their audience in this respect.

He concludes with a short 
chapter looking at the use of cloze 
procedure across the curriculum. 

Cloze procedure has in the past 
been a greatly misunderstood and 
misused techniques. It was the stan- 
dard tool of students on teaching 
practice, showing that they had 
'‘prepared work’^ and its use was 
therefore “a good thing". Unfortu- 
nately few students were adequately 


single shelf of a college or university 
library. Pre-service and in-service 
students found them apparently easy 
to digest and could commence, or 
return to, teaching in the classroom 
with "the knowledge”. By the 1980s 
the situation has developed out of all 
recognition, Few l.e.a.s are unable 
to boast of their efforts to provide 
skilled teaching of reading to the 
children in their care, either by the 
development of speci^st advice and 
fadllUes to cater for special needs, 
or by the endorsement of short and 
extended courses for classroom 
teachers. 

The two publications reviewed here 
are recent examples of the trend 
towards refinement n of particular 
aspects of the teaching which has 
replaced the production of books 
purporting to explain everything in 
^ pages. 

Cloze Procedure and the Teaching 
of Reading by James Rye is an 
excellent example of the genre. It 
consists of a broad but careful ex- 
amination of the use of cloze proce- 
dure, carefoliy defining the conc»t 
in BuUocUan terms as^'the use or a 
piece of writing in which certain 
words have b^n deleted and the 
pupil has to maximum possi- 
Dle use of context clues available in 
predicting the missing wordi”. The 
author ii^udes cojosioeration of Its. 
uio in measuring and ‘'developing 
readability. He also spends consider- 
able space e.xamining factors in the 
preparation of passages for use with 
the doze procedure, and its use in 


prepared tor writing such work 
sheets, and the length of the pas- 
sage, and the type and position of 
the deletions was almost totally in- 
tuitive (or random!). James Rye’s- 
book should be required reading at 
least for all teachers trained in those 
heady days. 

The author includes a very impor- 
tant chapter on the use of ooze 
procedure for assessing readability, 
pointing out that it is a much more 
useful technique than many of the 
readability formulae because it Is 
firmly set in the actual context of 
the books used and is based on 
interaction between the child and 
the text rather than on features in 
the text. It is therefore much more 
subtle - if used carefully, and with 
skill. 

The author rightly points out that 
teachers at all levels are concerned 
with the teaching of reading and 
that all teachers Mould strive to go 
beyond mere “barking at print” to 
develop higher order skills. He 
shows now the cloze procedure can 
be used in almost any subject to 
assess acquired knowledge, stimu- 
late group diacuBston of an author's 
style, and examine the subtleties 
and nuances of our complex lan- 
guage. It is a first class book, 
cogently argued and lucidly written. 

Reading Development and Cohe- 
sion by John Oiapman li from the 
lame stable, and together they 
could, and should, exert Intense 
pressure on middle and secondary 
schools to continue the excellent 
teaching of reading found in the 


primary sector. The book concen- 
trates on examining ways in which a 
text becomes more than a hap- 
hazard collection of sentences, and 
seeks to define and analyse ways in 
which writing “holds together” and 
“possesses cohesion". In efr^ect it is 
both a summary and an extension/ 
application of tne work of Halliday 
and Hasan in Cohesion in English 
(Longman 1976). 

Clearly the concept of cohesion is 
important if a child is to develop a 
, “feel" for language and it would be 
I well worth the effort required for a 
teacher to become acquainted with 
the various cohesive ties both for his 
I or her own preparation of notes for 
! blackboard or worksheet and fbr 
teaching to older and/orbrighter 

ITte book is a salutary reminder 
that many teachers of older children 
can easily fail to develop their 
pupils' comprehension of the subtle- 
ties of language because they simply 
do not know how to teach these 
finer points - or worse, that they are 
unaware of their existence. I fear, 
however, that this volume will find a 
less willing audience than its com- 
panion - at least in the short term. 
It has taken a good many yean to 
iron out the inadequate use of cloze 
procedure - to take just one perti- 
nent example - and the subtlety of 
the conce^ of cohesion will take 
time to percolate through the mass 
of availaole literature to become a 
basic tenet of higher level language 
teaching. To say that a childs writ- 
ten or oral language does not

The ability to read is fundamental in 
gening access to education and as 
such is of central concern to parents 
and teachers alike. Most children 
learn to read during the normal 
course of events but there are some 
children who have nvere and in- 
tractable problems in learning to 
read and whose difTiculties have 
been the focus of attention from a 
bewildering variety of experts. 

These two books illustrate two 
prominent alternative ^proaches to 
children's reading difficulties. Pro- 
fessor Miles’ book broadly repre- 
sents the medically-based approach 
which believes in n “syndrome” cal- 
led dyslexia which may be ass(K;i- 
ated witli ^or reading whereas 
Young and tyre's book reflects the 
cducationni/psycholomcal approacli 
which sees reading difflcully as just 
one of many kinds of learning difli- 
culties shown by children. 

For Miles dyslexia "is not primari- 
ly a reading difficulty” although 
almost all dydexics have difficulty in 
ieaniing to read. Using records of 
cases accumulated over a 20 year 
period Miles sets out to demonstrate 
that dyslexia is a constitutionally 
caused handicap whose victims have 
difficuliies not only with reading and 
spelliiu but a host of other skills 
including subtraction and addition, 
remembering series of numbers, re- 
citing times tables and distinguishing 
between left and right. Miles attn- 
butes these symptoms to a “weak 
internal lexicon” which dyslexics do 
not grow out of but may successfully 
learn to compensate for. 

Over the years Miles has de- 
veloped a test designed to diagnose 
which may Tcaifuiii anxious 


children concerned. Although the 
authors do not condemn the terrn 
“dyslexia" out of hand and indeed 
review both the historical and cur- 
rent slate of research into dyslexia 
and its causes, they hold the term to 
be synonymous with reading difflcul- 
tles in general and believe a more 
fruitM way forward is^ to analyse 
the process of reading^ itself and to 
concentrate on helping children 
overcome their problems. 

Young and Tyre's particular 
roach espouses a “holistic" mod- 


ianguHge, reading and writing de- 
velop hand in hand". This approach 
embraces both the language experi- 
ence model and the subskills (pho- 
nic) approach but as different sides 
of the same coin. One of their main 
contentions is that failure to learn to 
read is due to inappropriate instruc- 
lion rather than any fault within the 
child, and remediation should there- 
fore take account of the diversity of 
children's needs while Focussing on 
the actual task at hand: reading. 
Rather than spending time on test- 
ing reading subskills which do not in 
any case necessarily indicate how a 
a child will perform in reading, 
Young and Tyre advocate building
